EXECUTION OF GUITEAU. 


The Last Hours of the 
Assassin. 


SCENES IN THE JAIL. 


Conduct of the Miserable 
Prisoner. 


PRAYER 0IÍ THE SCAFFOLD. 


Guiteau's Neck Broken and His 
Death Immediate. 


GEEAT CROWD OUTSIDE THE JA IL 


The D rop F alls at 12:40—Closing 
Scene of the G reat Tragedy.

) 
W ashington, June 30th—9:45 A. m j 
Guite&u was very restless during the 
latter part of the night, not sleeping more 
than twenty minutes at a time. Towards 
morning he fell into a sounder sleep from 
eheer exhaustion. He rose a few minutes 
after 5 and breakfasted heartily at 6:30. 
When the cook took his breakfast into his 
cell, Guiteau told him to bring his dinner in 
at 11 o’clock promptly. 
Dr. Hicks, who remained at the jail all 
night, was called into the prisoner’s cell as 
soon as he rose, and held a conversation on 
religious subjects with him. 
THE JiORHIKG HOCRS. 
At 8 o’clock Dr. Hicks saw the prisoner 
again, when he made a request to have a 
bath, and asked Hicks to go out and see the 
scaffold. Guiteau desired him to arrange 
with the Warden to have the trap sprang as 
soon after 1*2 o’clock as possible. He also 
expressed considerable anxiety lest some ac* 
cident should occur, and insisted that Hicks 
should see that the scaffold and its appurte­ 
nances were all in proper condition. 
After Guiteau had disposed of these mat­ 
ters, he read a poem composed by himself, 
which he calls 44 Simplicity ; or. Religious 
Baby Talk." After reading it alone he at­ 
tempted to sing it, but broke down íq the ef­ 
fort. 
Guiteau then talked for some time about 
the future. He remarked that his heart was 
tender. “ I don't think,’'he said, “ that I 
can go through this ordea 1 without weeping— 
not because of aoy great weakness, for prin­ 
ciple in me is strong ; but because I am nearer 
the other world. I still hold to the idea that 
God inspired me.” 
Guiteau subsequently asked that in his 
book all complimentary remarks about Pres­ 
ident Arthur and his Administration be elim­ 
inated. He presented Hicks the books that 
have been the companions of his lonely hours. 
He told Hicks that he wanted him to Gffer 
the first prayer on the scaffold, saying that 
he (Guitean) would then read his favorite 
Scriptural passage—the tenth chapter of 
John—and offer a prayer on his own account. 
Then he intended, he said, to read his poem, 
44 Simplicity.” He desired to have matters 
so arranged that just as he uttered the last 
words the drop should be sprung. 
John W. Gniteau arrived at the jail at 9 
o’clock, and was followed in a few minutes 
by Warden Crocker. These two gentlemen, 
with Hicks, had a consultation as to the dis­ 
position of the body. 
A t 9:15 the prisoner came out in the cor­ 
ridor and exercised for fifteen minutes. He 
walked very briskly, and made it rather diffi­ 
cult tor the guards to keep pace with him. 
ADMISSION TO THE JAIL. 
10:45 A. M.—The rotunda of the jail was 
thrown open at 10 o’clock, and the newspaper 
men at once flocked in. There were few 
other people there, except the gnard and a 
squad of artillerymen, who looked down on 
the scene from the high steps leading to the 
scaffold. 
Early this morning the prisoners in the 
part of the jail looking to the court where 
the gallows stands were all removed to other 
quarters and locked in cells. 
A REHEARSAL. 
At 9 o’clock this morniog the jaii officers 
had a rehearsal of the parts they were to 
play in the execution, for the purpose chiefly 
of testing the appliances of the gallows. A 
bag of sand weighing 160 pounds was at­ 
tached to the noose and the trap was sprung 
by means of a trigger rope which was pushed 
into one of the cells of the north wing. The 
scaffold stood the test well. 
At 10 o’clock Dr. Hicks and John W . 
Gniteau went with General Crooker to the 
scaffold, together with a number of guards. 
John W. Guiteau ascended the steps and 
carefully examined the structure, handling 
carefully and inspecting all the fixtures both 
above and below the platform. 
APPLICATION FOB THE BODY. 
A telegram from New York, signed J. E. 
Bunnell, was received about 10 o’clock by 
Dr. Hicks, asking if the sender could obtain 
possession of Guiteau’s body to exhibit for 
the benefit of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. Dr. Hicks paid no attention to 
the message. 
ORDER OP MARCH—THE GUARDS. 
The order cf procession to the scaffold, as 
agreed upon this morning, is as follows: 
Warden Crocker and his officers will appear 
first, followed by Dr. Hicks. Then will come 
the prisoner, in charge of two guards—Cole­ 
man and Woodward. Behind them will walk, 
two by two, Jones, Hudson, Johnson and 
Crocker, the four jail officers—the latter a 
brother of the Warden. 
A t 10 o’clock seventy policemen arrived at 
the jail, and were posted along the roadway 
outside the building. In addition to the reg­ 
ular jail guard all the available men of Bat- 


tery C, Second United States Artillery, are 
now on duty inside the jail. 
THE DOOMED MAN AND HIS SPIRITUAL AD­ 
VISER. 
At 10:30 the guard came out of Guiteau’s 
cell and said : “ He is ready for Doctor Hicks 
now, and wants the fl >wers to come.” An­ 
other guard who took the message hurried 
off, and soon returned with Hicks, who went 
into the cell. Guiteau was then reported by 
the guard to be apparently very composed. 
Guiteau’s message about the ff jwers refer­ 
red to his expectation that Mrs. Scoville 
would send some flowers to him, but none 
had arrived at the time he asked for them. 
While Dr. Hicks was in the prisoner’s cell 
Guiteau made some requests as to the execu­ 
tion and hangman, and having made copies of 
hie last prayer, poem and other writings, he 
tore up the originals. He then sent for the 
jail bootblack, and gave him his shoes to be 
shined. His dinner was breught in as the 
Doctor was leaving, and he ate with much 
relish. His dinner consisted of a pound of 
broiled steak, a dish oí fried potatoes, four 
slices of toast and a quart of coffee. Dr. 
Hicks, when he came out of the cell 
said : 44 The prisoner has not the slight­ 
est fear. 
We have had a pleasant re­ 
ligious talk. 
He feels now that his 
preparations are completed, and he is ready 
for the last formality. He commits his soul 
to God with the utmost confidence. I think 
he will show emotion, because the nervous 
strain is so great.” Nobcdy, Dr. Hicks said, 
had seen the prisoner at that time except 
himself and the jail officers. 
ARRIVAL OF PHYSICIANS. 
At 11 o’clock Dr. A. E. MacDonald, of New 
York, and Dr. Francis Lor in g, of this city, 
expert witnesses at the trial of Guiteau. ar­ 
rived at the jail. Dr. MacDonald said ss he 
understood it an autopsy would be performed 
by three physicians agreed upon by friends 
of the condemned man. Afterward the brain 
would be removed for further examination. 
The three physicians selected to perform the 
autopsy are Dr. Lamb, who made the au 
topsy of the President, Dr. Savere and Dr. 
Hartigan, Deputy Coroner of this city. Dr. 
Loring expects to make a thorough examina­ 
tion of the prisoner’s eyes. 
MRS. SCOVILLE AT THE JAIL. 
At 11 A. M. Mrs. Scoville, Guiteau’s sister, 
who had said yesterday that she would not 
come to see the hanging, appeared at the jail 
door and demanded to be admitted. The 
Warden, knowing that her presence at the 
execution would certainly cause a scene, had 
given orders that she be not admitted. The 
guards told her that she could not enter, and 
the woman hrst begged to be admitted and 
then denounced the officers for their brutal 
conduct. After a short conference with 
Crocker, John W. Guiteau went outside the 
jail te see his sister. He found her in a great 
state of excitement, bordering upon hysteria ; 
but in a short time he succeeded in calming 
her, and dissuaded her from any attempts to 
witness the execution. She acknowledged 
the propriety of such a course, but said she 
could not possibly remain in the city during 
all the wretched honrs of the morning. She 
brought with her the flowers which Guiteau 
asked for, and they were taken to the pris­ 
oner. Mrs. Scoville also brought two hand­ 
some Cower piecee, a cross and anchor, which 
she will place upon her brother’s coffin with 
her own hands. 
THE PRISONER BREAKS DOWN. 
Shortly before 12 o’clock Guiteau seemed 
to break down completely, burst into tears 
and sobbed hysteriaally. Dr. Hicks sat by 
his side fanuing him, and vainly trying to 
calm him. 
PREPARATIONS FOR THE LAST SCENE. 
About 11:30 preparations began to be made 
for the execution. At 11:50 a detachment of 
artillery was formed on the east side of the 
rotunda, and brought their muskets to parade 
rest. A t that time about 250 people were in 
the rotunda. Dr. Hicks was with the pris­ 
oner, engaged in prsyer. 
Report of the 44 Reeord-I nlon4»44 Own 
C orrespondent. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 30tb.— At daylight this 
morning, through the kindness of a prison 
official, your correspondent was permitted to 
see Guiteau. The sun was peeping over the 
hills to the east of the prison, lighting its 
sombfr walls ; a mist hun* over the turbid 
waters of the eastern branch of the Potomac, 
and hid from view the poisonous marsh that 
lines its shores. The assassin had slept but 
little during the night, a crazy woman having 
kept everybody at the jail awake with her 
wild cries, and Guiteau was in no mood for 
resting. Between 2 and 5 o’clock in the 
morning he dozed at brief intervals, but he 
was in 
A CONDITION OF NERVOUS EXCITEMENT 
That prevented him from sleeping. Attired 
in his undershirt and drawers, he paced back 
and forth within the bounds of his cell like a 
tiger in a cage. He frequently tossed his 
hands forward with an expression of vehe­ 
ment rage, and snarled as a cat whines while 
playing with a rat. His eyes glowed with 
excitement, and the? were set far back in his 
head, with heavy black lines surrounding 
them. 
The skin was drawn over the 
cheek bone like a stretched parchment, 
and his fingers worked convulsively as he 
placed them upon the bars and faced his 
visitor. Before a word was said to him he 
burst forth in a volley of expletives, cursing 
President Arthur, Justice Bradley, Warden 
Crocker, District Attorney Corkhill and 
other officials, who have been identified with 
his prosecution and imprisonment. He called 
upon Almighty God to curse and kill them, 
and became so violent in his expressions of 
rage that your correspondent had to leave the 
corridor. 
g u it e a u ’s b r e a k f a s t. 
About 6 o’clock Guiteau sat down to break­ 
fast. He started in with an apparently good 
appetite, but it was evident that he was 
feigning an unconcern he did not feel, 
and his stomach refused to sustain him in the 
attempt to deceive, for after hurriedly swal­ 
lowing a few mouthfuls he dropped his knife 
and fork and stopped in his meal. He vainly 
essayed in a moment after to complete his re 
past, but could only nibble at the things on 
the table, and soon gave np in disgust. 
HIS MORNING WALK. 
Jumping up from the table, he proposed to 
take his usual morning walk, but the Deputy 
Warden at first refused to permit him to do 
so. This threw him into another paroxysm 
of rage, and he became very violent, and 
launched forth into a tirade against the jail 
officials. At length the Warden allowed him 
to take his walk. He tramped up and down 
for a few minutes, and tiring of his exercise 
weDt back to bis cell. There he affected to 
busy himself in writing, and had another 
visit from Dr. Hicks. A t 10:20 he took his 
hath and dressed himself for the execution. 
Dr. Hicks, after his visit, said that when he 
left Guiteau the latter was calm, beiDg thor­ 
oughly sustained by his idea of inspiration. 
When he first entered the cell the assassin 
wept copiously, and explained the tears and 


emotion by saying that he was filled with j »y 
at the prospect of the nearness of his relief 
from his prosecutors. 
A DRUGGED BOUQUET. 
Yesterday afternoon, prior to Mrs. Sco- 
ville’s visit to the jail, she sent him a bou­ 
quet, which, without the knowledge of the 
Warden or deputy, was carried into the cell. 
Deputy Warden Kush passed through the 
corridors afterwards, and noticing the bou­ 
quet asked who had given it to him. 44 My 
sister,” curtly replied the assassin. The 
Warden was about to pass on, when he con­ 
cluded that the bouquet was worthy of exam­ 
ination, and he took it from the cell. It was 
handed to Dr. McWilliams, the jail physi­ 
cian, who carefully examined the flowers, 
and declared that they had been impregnated 
with some poison. He took the bouquet to 
a chemist for an analysis, and at this writing 
it had not been returned to the jail. 
GATHERING CROWDS. 
Before 10 o’clock crowds had began to as­ 
semble before the jail. Enterprising venders 
of Itmonade, peanuts and cakes set up their 
booths under the shade of the trees, and did 
a thriving business with the hot and thirsty 
crowd. The roads leadirg to the prison were 
thronged with stragglers of all sges, sex and 
conditions. One old cripple, whose legs had 
been amputated below the knees, hobbled 
along on a pair of woe dsn pegs. Colored 
men and women composed the greater part of 
the spectators, and as the space around the 
jail gradually filled the sightseers placed 
themselves on the sandy hills fronting the 
jail, and, enduring the excessive heat, pre­ 
pared to wait until the announcement of the 
hanging should be made. 
GUITEAU OVERCOME—SCENE IN THE ROTUNDA, 
Guiteau showed great nervousness, and ap­ 
peared greatly startled when he heard the 
rattle of muskets on the stone floor of the 
rotunda. From that moment he appeared 
thoroughly overcome with emotion. He 
wept freely, and seemed to be in great 
anguish. 
The scene in the rotunda, while wait­ 
ing for the prisoner, 
was one long 
to be remembered. Soldiers were drawn on 
one side, a long line of spectators facing them 
on the other. It was understood that Gui­ 
teau was very much depressed, and it was 
expected that his passage to the gallows 
would present a very distressing sight. The 
movements of officers about the jail-duor 
were watched with eager attention. 
After the death-warrant was read by the 
Warden, the prisoner became more composed, 
and, turning away, began to brush hi* hair. 
At 12:12 a loud steam-whistle was blown 
at the work-house, which is near the jail. 
This whistle usually blows at 12 o’clock, and 
by it Guiteau was in the habit of gauging 
the time. The delay was by special arrange 
ment, so that its startling summons might 
not come before the officers were ready. 
THE MARCH TO THE SCAFFOLD. 
Two minutes later the iron gates at the end 
of the corridor clicked, and then Warden 
Crocker made bis appearance, and a moment 
later the familiar figure of Guiteau was seen. 
His face was pallid, and the mu?cles about 
his mouth moved nervously. Other than this 
there was no sign of faltering. The profcea- 
sion moved quickly to the scaffold, and Guit­ 
eau ascended the somewhat steep Bteps with 
as much steadiness as conld be expected from 
a man whose arms were tightly pinioned. At 
the last step he faltered for a moment, but 
was assisted by the officers who walked up on 
either side. UPON THE PLATFORM. 
Upon reaching the platform, Guiteau 
was placed immediately behind the drop, 
facing the front of the scaffold. Captain 
Coleman stood upon his right, Robert StroDg 
upon his left, and Woodward directly behind 
him. Jones took a position on the north side 
near the upright beam. Warden Crocker 
took his position at the southeast corner of 
the structure. There was a slight delay 
while the spectators were pushing and jost­ 
ling through the door leading from the ro­ 
tunda to the corridor, at the lower end of 
which the gallows was placed. 
Guiteau 
meanwhile gazed upon the crowd, looked np 
at the beam over his head, and quickly made 
a survey of all the dread paraphernalia. As 
soon as the crowd gained access, General 
Crocker waved to them to uncover, and all 
heads were bared. 
PRAYER OF DR. HICKS. 
Dr. Hicks then prayed in these words : 
Father, out of the depths we cry to thee. 
Hear our supplication, for the sake of Jesus 
Christ, our Savior, who made full propitiation 
for us. Behold this, thy servant. We hum­ 
bly pray that thou will deliver him at this 
supreme moment of his life. Let thy light 
descend upon him. May he appear before 
you absolved, by thy great mercy, from blood 
guiltiness. Deliver him and us. God have 
mercy on us. The Lamb of God, that taketh 
away the sins of the world, have mercy on 
ub. Amen and amen. 
Daring the prayer Guiteau stood with 
bowed head. At its conclusion Dr. Hicks 
opened the bible, and Guiteau, in firm tones, 
said : 441 will read a selection from the 10th 
chapter of Matthew, from the 28th to the 
41st verses, inclusive.” He then read in a 
clear, strong voice, and with good intonation, 
showing little if any nervousness. 
GUITEAU’S LAST DYING PRAYER. 
Dr. Hicks then produced the manuscript 
which was prepared by the prisoner this 
morning, and held it before him while Gui­ 
teau read. 
While Dr. Hicks was arranging the manu­ 
script Guiteau exhibited a slight nervousness, 
and moved several times from one foot to the 
other. He soon recovered his composure, 
looked over the sea of upturned faces, and 
said : “ I am now going to read to you my 
last dying prayer.” He then read in a loud 
tone, and with distinct and deliberate em­ 
phasis, the followir g : 
My Dying Prayer on the Gallows.—Father, 
now I go to Thee and tbe Savior. 1 have 
finished the work Then gavest me to do, and 
I am only too happy to go to Thee. The 
world does not appreciate my mission, but 
Thou knoweat it. Thou knoweet that Thou 
didst inspire Garfield’s remo va!, and only 
good has come from it. This is the best evi­ 
dence that the inspiration came from Thee, 
and I have set it forth in my book, that all 
men may know that Thoo, Father, did the 
act for whic h I am murdered by this Govern 
ment and nation. By this act 1 know it will 
incur the eternal enmities, as did the Jews by 
killing my man, my Savior. Tbe retribution 
in that case came qnick and sharp, and I 
know the divine law of retribution will strike 
this nation and my murderers in the same 
way. The diabolical spirit of the nation’s 
Government and its newspapers toward me 
will justify Thee in cursiDg them, and I know 
that the divine law of retribution is inexora­ 
ble. I therefore predict that this nation 
will go down in blood, and my mur­ 
derers, from the Executive to the hangman, 
will go to helL Thy lawR are inexorable, oh i 
thou supreme jadge. Woe unto men that 
violate thy laws. Only weeping and gnash­ 
ing of teeth await them. The American 
press has a large bill to settle with thee, 
righteous Father, for their vindictiveness in 
this matter. Nothing but blood will satisfy 
them, and now my blood be on them and this 
nation and its officials. Arthur, the President, 
is a coward and an ingrate. His ingratitude 
to the man that made him and saved hi- party 
and land from overthrow has no parallel in 
history. But thou, righteous Father, will 


judge him. Father, thou knowest me, but 
the world hath not known me. And now 1 
go to thee, Savior, without the slightest ill 
will toward a human bti-jg. Farewell, ye 
men of earth. 
A t several points he paused and endeavored 
to impart increased emphasis to bis words by 
the peculiar facial expression so often ob­ 
served during the trial when he was angered 
at something which was said or done. This 
was peculiarly noticeable when he alluded to 
President Arthur, and when he declared that 
this nation 44 would go down in blood.” 
THE ASSASSIN’S VERSES. 
When he had finished reading his prayer 
he again surveyed the crowd, and paid, still 
with a firm voice : 441 am now going to read 
some verses, which are intended to indicate 
my feelings at the moment of leaving this 
world. If set to music, they may be rendered 
effective. The idea is that of a child bubbling 
to his mamma and to his papa. I wrote it 
this morning abont 10 o’clock. ” He then 
commenced to chant these verses, in a sad, 
doleful style : 
I am going to the Lordy, 
I am so glad, I am going to the Lordv, 
I am so glad, I am going to the Lordy. 
Glory hallelujah, glory hallelujah. 
I am going to the Lordv, 
I lore the Lordy with all my soul, 
Glory hallelujah, and that is the reason why 1 am 
going to the Lord. 
Glory hallelujah, glor> hallelujah, 
I am going to the Lord. 
Here Gaiteau’a voice failed aDd he bowed 
hie head aad broke into nobs ; bat he rallied 
a little and went on with his cbant: 
1 saved my party and my land, 
Glory hallelujah, 
But they have murdered me for it, 
And that is the reason why 1 am going to the Lordy. 
Glory hallelujah, glory hallelujah. 
I ain going to the Lordy. 
Here again his feelings overcame him, and 
he leaned hie head on the shoulder of Dr. 
Hicks aDd sobbed pitifully. St«ll he went on : 
I wonder what I will do when I get ti> the Lordy, 
I guess that I will w?eep no more when I get to the 
Lordv, 
Glory hallelujah. 
Here there was another interruption caused 
by sobs aDd emotion, which he was unable to 
repress. He wept bitterly, and then with 
quivering lips and mournful tones he went on 
to finish his ditty : 
I wonder what I will see when I get to the Lordy, 
1 expect to meet splendid things, beyond all 
earth’y conception, 
When I am with the Lordv, 
Glory hallelujah. 
Raising his voice to the highest pitch that 
be could command, he shouted, 44 Gloiy hal- 
leluj*h. I am with the Lord.” 
This closed the chant, and Rev. Dr. Hicks 
then gave Guiteau h¡8 final benediction and 
farewell, sa y in g , 44 God, the Father, be with 
thee, and g iv e thre psace forevermure.” 
THE TRAP SPRUNG. 
The attendants then pinioned hifl legs and 
carefully adjusted the noose about his neck. 
Mr. Strong placed the black cap over his 
head, and as be did so Guiteau called out in 
loud touep, 44 Glory, glory, glory.” 
Iustautly the trap was sprung, and the 
body turned partly around, but there wan not 
the slightest perceptible motion of the limbs. 
When the drop fell a yell was sent up by 
some persons inside the jail. This was re­ 
echoed outside by a thousand or more people, 
who hurrahed lustily. There was a general 
onslaught by the populace upon the jail door. 
The officers were unable to withstand it, and 
a hundred people crowded into the office. 
AFTER THE DROP FELL. 
For at least forty seconds after the drop 
fell the body hung motionless. Then there 
was a slight motion of the shoulders and legs, 
doe to muscular contraction. Three minutes 
after the drop fell the body was lowered to 
be examined by the physicians. There was 
a decided action of the heart for folly four 
minutes, and the pulse fluttered two minutes 
longer. When the body had hnng with its 
feet just touching the ground over half an 
hour, it was lowered into a coffin which was 
in waiting for it nnder the scaffold. The 
physicians decided that the neck had been 
broken. When tbe body was lowered the 
black cap was removed and the face exposed, 
The features were pallid and composed. 
About the mouth there was considerable 
moisture, 
VIEWING THE BODY. 
After the body had been arranged in the 
coffin, Warden Crocker ascended the steps of 
the scaffold, and addressing the crowd, said : 
44 Those who desire could view the body.” 
Then the crowd of spectators was formed 
into line, and passing between the scaffold 
and wall of the jail viewed the remains. 
Some jail officers, two or three physicians and 
Dr. Hicks stood about the coffin. John W. 
Guiteau joined this company and fanned his 
dead brother's face to keep away the flies. 
John W. Guiteau did not go on the scaffold, 
but stood daring the scene just within the 
line of officers at the bottom of the steps. 
When authority was given to the crowd to 
view the body, the scaffold was at once filled 
with people, who curiously examined every 
joint and bolt. 
At 1:40 P. m . the lid o f the coffin was put 
in place, and the body borne to the jail 
chapel, where the physicians who were to 
make the autopsy were assembled. 
After the body was taken to the chapel ar­ 
rangements were made to let Mrs. Scoville 
visit it. 
Guiteau, just before the trap was sprung, 
dropped a paper from his hand. This paper 
was given him by Warden Crocker, to be 
dropped by the condemned man as a signal 
that he was ready. 
John W. Guiteau said to a reporter, just 
after the execution, that he was glad it was 
over. 
44 W hat will be done with the remains ?*» 
asked the reporter. 
44 We will bury him here in jail, where be 
will be safe,” said Mr. Guiteau. 44 He will 
not be taken out of jail.” 
GUOTAU’9 RESTING PLACE—MRS. SCOVILLE. 
The spot indicated by the Warden as Gui­ 
teau’s burial place is in the same court as the 
gallows, and four yards from it. 
Mrs. Scoville, after waiting on the outside 
of the jail until after the execution, decided 
not to view the remains this afternoon, and 
about 2 o’clock returned to tbe city. 
THE AUTOPSY. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 30tb.—The physicians 
who performed the autopsy were Dr». S. D. 
Lamb, J. T. Hartigan and S. T. Swan. In 
addition to these physicians, there were pres­ 
ent Dr». Bliss and son, Drs. Noble Young, 
Robert Iteyburn, A. E. McDonald, Johnson 
Elliott, A. H. Mekell, P. J. Murphy, Cha». 
H. Nichols, Surgeon-General Barnes, of the 
army, Surgeon-General Waters, of the navy, 
Drs. W. A. Godding, A. W. Wilmer and 
Clark Patterson, of St. Elizabeth Asylum, 
Dr. D. C. Patterson, Coroner of the District, 
C. A. K. Klein*chmidt, J. K. He goer and 
Drs. Birdsall and Parish. John W. Guiteau 
and Rev. Dr. Hick» were present for a short 
time. 
A close examination cf the body showed 
that Guiteau’s neck was broken, and that the 
rope had cut a deep gaeb into the flesh. The 
coffin was placed upon a bench in the chapel, 
(he body removed and afterwards stripped

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|T W iS n riKIH PAI'ER ] 
W e have already «een that the inrorpo 
ration of vegetable and organic m atter was 
one of the original means of soil formation. 
W hen plants cease to grow, and die, they 
begin to decay, and are incorporated with 
the soil either as vegetable mold or hu­ 
mus. Daring the transformation of organic 
m atter into vegetable mold or bumus 
numerous acids are formed, which exert 
solvent and other effects opon the soil par­ 
ticles. Both humus and vegetable mold 
have high capillary and hygroscopic co­ 
efficients. Humus has a high absorbtive 
power and is a powerful oxidizing agent. 
They both improve the mechanical compo­ 
sition of soils ; inasmuch as sandy soils are 
rendered more retentive of water, and 
hence less liable to drought; while heavy 
clay soils, when vegetable matter is incor­ 
porated with them, become less compact, 
are easier tilled and drained, and do not— 
when sufficient vegetable m atter is present 
—lisaure and cake np when drying. The 
physical properties of soils, then, are im­ 
proved in every case by the incorporation 
of a reasonable amount of vegetable m at­ 
ter with them. Much of 
THE OROAXIC MATTER OF VEGETATION 
Is made up simply of the elements of water 
and csibor.ic acid. Cellulose, sugar, dex­ 
trine, etc , are a p irt of this class of sub­ 
stances. It will be remembered tbst cellu­ 
lose, sugar and starch pass naturally, by 
ferniCDtation, into dextrine, which, being 
soluble in wr.ter, is availble for plant nutri­ 
tion. Many of the vegetable acids also 
contsin only the elements of water and 
carbonic acid, and are, it íb thought, under 
certain conditions mutually transformable 
into those and other substances by the or­ 
ganisms of the plant. These organic bodies 
are known by the general term of carbo­ 
hydrates. W ith the exception of the vege­ 
table acids they may generally all be found 
in the unaltered state in soils. Kspeci- 
aily is this so with cellulose, which under 
certain conditions takes a very long time to 
decompose. Dried straw, pieces of wood, 
cornstalks, etc., may often remain for a 
year or more in the soil without being sen­ 
sibly changed. They must ail, however, in 
due time decompose aud become a part of 
the soil proper. Humus is the product of 
ÜE. «IMPOSING VEGETABLE MATTER 
Under certain conditions of oxidation. Its 
general appearance differs with the condi­ 
tions of formation. Vegetable mold, peat, 
muck, etc., are all bat different modifica­ 
tions of humus. The humus of the first 
Htages of decomposition is brown, aod when 
treated with water forms a brown colored 
solution. This may be noticed in winter 
in forests, where the pools of water which 
are filled with decaying leaves almost inva­ 
riably have a brown ooffee color. The 
waters flowing through tule swamps show 
the same characteristic color. This is due 
to the presence of ulinic acid, which is sol­ 
uble in water, and which will presently be 
spoken of. W hen this brown modification 
of huinus decays under water, and with 
imperfect aocesB of air, the black humus is 
formed. This ÍB the color of the decayed 
m atter of peat beds and of the lower etraia 
of tule soil. The brown and black humus 
each contains a characteristic organic acid. 
Tney are known as ultnic and humie acid 
respectively. 
If the brown humus be 
boiled with alkali the uimic acid is dis­ 
solved and may be precipitated from the 
solution by the addition of muriatic acid. 
The solution of ulmie acid, as we have al­ 
ready said, is brown ; that of huinic acid, 
which may be prepared from black hnmus 
in the same way, is black. Humio acid 
may also be prepared by treating members 
of the oellulose group—otllnlose, sugar, 
starch, etc.—with strong acids or alkalies. 
These two acids—ulmic and humic—are 
composed of the same elements, bnt in 
Blightly diff-.rent proportions. The one is 
formed naturally when the decaying body 
has free access to air, the other, 
HUMIC ACID, 
W ho» the full supply of air is cut off by 
saturation with water or other causes. 
Although these bodies are chemically dif­ 
ferent, yet their difference is hardly carried 
any further than as a distinction ; and, in 
fact, all of the aoids formed by decaying 
vegetable matter have been included under 
the one general term “ hnmus acids,” and 
are sommonly spoken of as the “ humus 
firolJn.” I- 
>;(iuid8 (rom wy ch theae 
two acids have been separated by the addi­ 
tion of acid, there remain still two acids, 
and which are mutually transformable, by­ 
oxidation and reduction, into one another. 
They are known as aprocrenic and crenic 
aoids. Aprocrenic acid is brown, and is 
formed from crenio acid by oxidizing it. 
Crenic acid is colorless, is a reduction 
product, and hence exists in the Bubsoil, 
and out of access of the free air. Apro­ 
crenic acid is formed in the surfaoe soil; 
and if a snbeoil be turned np the colorless 
crenic acid Is immediacely transformed by 
oxidation into brown aprocrenio acid. 
Aprocrenic acid is, we see, an oxidizing 
agent, and evidently acts as such in the 
soil. Like ferric oxide (red oxide of iron) 
it parts readily with its oxygen and is 
transformed into a lower oxide, crenic acid, 
which immediately absorbs more oxygen 
from the air with the formation of apro­ 
crenic acid. Henoe, by the mutual trans­ 
formation of crenic and aprocrenio acids, the 
soil is provided with another 
AVAILABLE OXIDIZING AGENT. 
The reverse process goes on in the subsoil, 
for the orenic acid extracts oxygen from 
any highly oxidized body it meets, and 
converts it into a lower and often highly 
Injurious oxide. These acids are not only 
agentB of oxidation and reduction, but they 
are products of them also. They may be 
prepared from humus by troating it with 
a strong oxidizing agent, as nitric acid. 
By being thuB prepared thoir existence 
and individuality have been most satisfac­ 
torily proven. Most of the humus com­ 
pounds are aoid in property, but in the 
soil they do not give aoid reaotions when 
the air has free access to the soil. This is 
probably owing to their being combined 
with some base in the form of neutral salts. 
These bodieB are altered to the acid state 
by treatm ent with alkalis ; and it some­ 
times happens that soils containing muoh 
carbonate of potash, soda, lime or of 
ammonia, have a considerable amount of 
acid hnmns bodies, and are then known as 
“ sour ” soils. Such soils sre unfit for cul­ 
tivation, and muBt be abandoned, or else 
“ sweetened,” by adding some substance to 
“ sweeten” or neutralize the free acid. 
Lime and marl are the most available sub­ 
stances for this purpose. It is a curious 
fact that if the sulphate of lime (gypsum, 
plaster) be added, the “ sourness” seems to 
be aggravated. The real cause of this is 
not accurately known, and gypsum seems 
to be the only compound of lime which 
does not give beneficial results when added 
to " sour ” soils. 
The nimio and humic 
acids combine with bases to form nlmates 
and humates. 
THEBE SALTS OF THE ALEAU BASES 
Are freely solnble in water. They are 
formed by the oontact of the alkalis or 
their carbonates with the free ulmic or 
humio acids, or with the ulmates or humates 
of lime, magnesia, iron or manganese. The 
ulmates and humates of lime, magnesia, 
iron, manganese and aluminium are practi- 
oally insoluble in water, and are under or­ 
dinary oircumstances retained in the soil. 
By adding salts of lime, iron, magnesia, 
etc., to the alkali ulmates and humates 


1EE HOUSEHOLD. 
If you have a garden do not throw away 
the soapsuds from the laundry ; keep it to 
use as a fertilizer for your flower beds. 
A nice way to prepare potatoes for break­ 
fast is to cut cold boiled ones in square 
pieces and dip them in beaten egg, and 
put them on a buttered pie plate in the 
oven ; when they are hot and brown send 
them to the table. 
Caper sauce is nothing more nor less than 
drawn butter sauce with two or three 
tablespeonfula of French capers added ; 
put them in before you take the sauce from 
the fire ; lemon juice may be added if you 
choose. The capers come in bottles ready 
for use. 
An economical splasher for every day 
use, behind the wasbstand, is made of en­ 
ameled cloth ; the edge uiay be prettily 
finished with scallops of scarlet flannel; 
these may be pasted to the edge with a 
little mucilage. 
Tms is so easily kept 
clean that it is a very successful appendage 
to the washstand. 
An excellent way to wash black cambrio 
and calico dresses is first to prepare water 
for it thus : To four quarts of cold water 
allow a pint of wheat bran ; b^il it for half 
an hour, then strain it and wash the dress 
in i t ; do not use soap unless there are 
greese spots, and then only on those. Blue 
the starch deeply, aud iron on the wrong 
side. 
A very easy way to poach eggs is to get 
boiling water in your mutlin-tins and set 
them on the hottest part of the Btove ; 
break tbe eggs in a saucer, then drop one 
in each tin ; in two or three minutee they 
will be done, and can be taken up one at a 
time in good shape with the help of a small 
strainer; season with butter, pepper and 
salt. 
Welsh rarebit is delicious when made 
after this rule : Half a pound of cheese, 
three eggs, one small cup of bread crumbs, 
two tablespoonfuls of melted bHtter, mus­ 
tard and salt to taste. After beating the 
cheese in an earthen dish add the other in­ 
gredients, then spread on the top of slices 
of bread, toasted 01 not as you choose, and 
set in the oven to melt. 
Currant fritters are made of one enp and 
a half of very fine bread crumbs, one table- 
spoonfnl and a half of fionr, one cup and a 
half of sweet milk, one-quarter of a pound 
of well-washed Koglish currants (drain the 
currantB thoroughly), two eggs, two table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar, a small lump of butter. 
Flavor with cinnamon or nutmeg to suit 
your taste ; drop iu spoonfuls in hot lard 
and fry until done. Eat with wine and 
sugar. 
Never put ginger snaps in a jar while 
they are h o t; take them from the tins and 
lay them on plates to cool, otherwise they 
will steam and become moist and will not 
be crisp and brittle ; other cookieB will not 
need so long & cooling process, and cake 
which you wish to keep a week or ten dayB 
is improved by being wrapped in a towel 
while it í b still in the tin ; let it Btand in 
this way for two or three hours. 
A cheap tea cake is make of one cup of 
sour milk, one enp of sugar, half a enp of 
butter, one egg, one cup of raisins (stoned 
and chopped), one teaapoonful of soda dis­ 
solved in a little hot water, one teaspoonful 
of spices, and two cups and a half of Sour. 
This should be eaten while fresh, but if it 
is not, after two or three days, beat the 
white of an egg to a froth and add sugar 
enough to make a froBting for the top of 
the cake. This will insure its being eaten 
if there are children in the family. 


double salts are formed which arc insoluble

during the formation of these double salts, 
the water will at once become compara­ 
tively char. 
MOST OF TIIE COMPOUNDS 
Í Of oprocrenic and crenic acids are soluble ; 
those which are not soluble in water are 
readily dissolved by an excess of the alkali 
salts. 
From the improvement attending 
the application of vegetable m atter to the 
soil, it would seem as if the hunme com 
pounds contributed directly to plant nutri- 
cion. This is a point, however, which has 
, not as yet been fully and satisfactorily set­ 
tled. Both sides of it have their uphold­ 
ers ; but the preponderance of opinion j 
seems at the present time to be that, at- 
though the humus compounds may enter 
into the plant organization and be there 
utilized, yet they do not do so to auy great 
extent, ind their presence is, therefore, not 
generally deemed as an absolute ne cs.-ity 
in all soils. Juhnson suggests that as 
1 plants often take up and retain a large 
amoaDt of silica, which performs no func­ 
tions, so far as we know, in plant growth, 
and which the plant does not seem able 
to exclude, may we not also suppose 
that 
plants 
growing in 
bogs and 
marshy places, as well as in others where 
the humus compounds abound, are not able 
to reject the humus presented to them ? 
By tnis supposition he wishes to oppose the 
theory that the humus ecmpounds directly 
feed plants, and to account for the 
occasional finding of bumus compounds 
in analyses of vegetable matter. He also 
remarks that solutions of hnmns com­ 
pounds introduced into a plane arcdiscolor- 
ízed, and concludes that some m atter from, 
the solution must have been taken np by 
the plant. He sums up by saying that 
“ we conclude that some kinds of organic 
m atter may be absorbed and chemically 
changed (certain of them assimilated) by 
agricultural plants.” Even if the humus 
compounds may be a source of direct nutri­ 
tion to plants, yet the quantity thus ab­ 
sorbed is undoubtedly very sm all; and had 
these compounds no other functions to per­ 
form their presence in, or absence from, a 
soil would probably not be so noticeable. 
THE ORGANH MATTER OF THE SOIL 
Is an indirect sonrcs of oxygen, of which 
we know the mass of the air dry plant is 
made up. By the decay of organic matter 
in the soil carbonic acid is produced in 
comparatively large quantities. W hen it 
is stated that carbonic acid is to the plant 
kingdom wbat oxygen ie to animal life, it 
is readily perceived that the indirect effects 
of the presence of organic m atter iu the 
soil cannot be inconsiderable.

B er lin, Jan e 5, 1882. 
No 
sooner 
had we 
reached the 
capital city 
of Germany than 
we 
wire seized 
with 
an intense desire 
to visit the R'-ichstag ; to see with our own 
eyes the place from which the inviolable 
laws of the German Empire emanated ; aod 
to hear with our own ears the voice of the 
immortal Bismarck. We inquired of the 
good people of Berlin how and when Bis­ 
marck could be heard. Some said “ they 
had tried a long time but could not find 
out.” Others shook their heads and told 
us 
that 
Bismarck, like 
l’rovidence, 
“ moved in a mysterious way, his wonders 
to perform." Others again iuformed us 
that there wero many natives in Germany 
ju.»t as eager as any foreigner to hear the 
voice of their great statesman : but no one 
ever knew five minutes before the time 
whence he came or whither he went. 
BISMARCK. 
We now turned our attention to the daily 
papers. Once it was announced that Bis­ 
marck would be heard at a given time on 
the “ Tobacco Monopoly,” but that was 
cancelled the very next day by a state­ 
ment to the effect that ill-health would 
prevent his keeping this appointment. 
Soon we learned that the great main­ 
spring of German politics had retired to hie 
farm in Lsuenburg to recuperate. W ith 
bis departure vanished all our hopes of 
hearing his voice in the balls ©f parlia­ 
ment. Dr. Hiraoh, a member of the 
Reichstag, aod cousin of our German 
friend, kindly extended to us all one day 
an invitation to the next day’s session. He 
also added : “ Come early, send the porter 
in for me, and I will conduct yon to agree­ 
able seats.” Gladly accepting this kind 
invitation, on the 15th of April we betook 
ourselves in good season to the halls of wis­ 
dom. The door was opened by a most im­ 
posing creature in uniform, who wore a 
long pointed hat, and carried a staff with a 
big shining ball at the end. 
WITH PROFOUND OBEISANCE 
He admitted us, and informed us that Dr. 
llirsch had not arrived ; bnt we could take 
seats in the waiting-room till he came. 
Some goodmatured GermaDS immediately 
vacated their chairs, and, comfortably 
seated, we had ample time to observe the 
surroundings before the good doctor s ar­ 
rival. Opposite the door which we had 
entered was another opening into a loDg 
hall, into the assembly-room. Here stood 
another official, in the same kind of uni­ 
form, performing the same kind of service, 
with the same profound dignity. Unless 
yon have a “ friend at court,” it is neces­ 
sary to send in your name—age, country 
and occupation, for aught 1 know—and 
procure an admission ticket. These pre­ 
liminaries seemed to be absorbing the at­ 
tention of moat of the gool people, who 
stood in rows patiently waiting their turn. 
But the doctor finally arrived, and we 
started in such haste that one of our party 
knocked the tall hat from the hand of a 
tremendously liverid 
servant entirely 
across the floor. This upset his dignity 
completely, and the gravity of the by 
standera at the same time. All knew that 
his lord and master belonged to the nobil­ 
ity, for this vory tall hat was decorated 
with white bands. W e were soon pleas­ 
antly seated in one of the front seats of 
the gallery, which extends around the 
sides of the hall. We had abundant time 
to examine the building while the visitors 
assembled in the gallery and the members 
in their Beats below, The hall itself is 
A BEAUTIFUL WORK OF ART, 
And well worth a visit. Brown and wood 
are the prevailing tints, which are hand­ 
somely blended in ceiling, wall-decorations 
and furniture. The room oontams BittmgB 
for over four hundred personB ; these are 
arranged in a semicircle around the desks 
of honor. On a raised platform behind the 
Speaker’s tribune is the President’s table. 
At the right and left of this are the Secre­ 
taries, and beyond are double rows of seats 
for the members of the “ Bandesra's,” or 
those whose special duty it is to consider 
questions before they are presented to the 
house. The stenographers’ table stands in 
front of the Speaker s tribune, while the 
newspaper reporters have an apartment in 
the gallery at the right. 
Attendants 
armed with badgeB of official authority 
glided in and out among the aisles, depos­ 
iting mail m atter and circulars here, there 
and everywhere. One by one the mem­ 
bers slowly congregated till there were per­ 
haps two hundred present; bat the con­ 
tinual coming and going rendered it 
impossible to estimate the exact number. 
Tha hands of the alock on the wall, opposite 
the Speaker’s tribune, pointed toward two, 
and presently a yonng man at the right of 
the President arose, and lifting a big b^ss 
bell, rung it with all the force he could 
summon at that particular moment. Bat 
I believe he might have rung that bell 
till doomsday without producing the 
slightest effect upon that audience ; for 
each and every one proceeded with his own 
individual pastime as if nothing had hap­ 
pened. Another man at the right of the 
President arose and read something, just as 
rapidly as he could thrust, plunge, pitch 
the long words from his practiced mouth. 
Alas, for our German in this hour of need ! 
Still another man at the Bame desk arose, 
and read something else, even more rapidly, 
if possible, than the first man did. Number 
one read again ; still no man in theaudienoe 
looked annoyed or disturbed, but, ae be­ 
fore, contentedly pursued the even tenor of 
his way. These preliminaries being dis­ 
posed of 
s ta te ’s MINISTER, HERR* VON BOTTIUHER, 
Who oeenpied the seat of “ Prince Otto 
Edward Leopold Bismarck Schonhausen," 
now stood, and began an earnest speech 
concerning the “ Arbeiter Unfallvereicher- 
ung,” or the feasibility of making some 
security against accidents among the differ­ 
ent classes of workmen. 
He spoke dis­ 
tinctly, and seemed to be very muoh in 
earnest; be repeated statistics without 
number ; bnt he failed to make the slight­ 
est impression upon this comfortable audi- 
enoe. Some stretched their feet ont into 
the aisles, spread out their newspapers and 
enjoyed the newB as peaceably as if they 
were in their libraries at home. 
Some 
read letters ; some wrote letters. A t first 
we thought they were diligently noting the 
speech ; but when we saw the attendant, 
with one epanlet on his right shoulder, 
gather up these notes for the mail, we were 
convinced that affairs of State had not oc­ 
cupied the nndivided attention of these 
dignified members of the Reichstag. Some 
viBited their neighbors; some gathered in 
knots and discussed very absorbing topics. 
1 noticed one man in a group who gesticu­ 
lated in every conceivable Btyle. Some­ 
times bis index-finger would fly np and 
down 
LIKE A fa rm e r’s FLAIL, 
Endangering the very long nose of his via- 
a-vis, who was obliged to be continually 
jumping back to avoid a sharp blow ; again 
the enthusiastic man would clasp both 
hands in a most tragic style, then suddenly 
extend his arms, and everyone wonld bound 
entside of his diameter, only to contract 
qnickly again aronnd the center of attrac­ 
tion. All this time members were coming 
and going ; doors were continually opening 
and shotting, bnt still that brave man 
wreBtled with his problem. Occasionally 
a tall, bandBome oavalry officer in bright- 
blue uniform, with white trimmings, epau- 
le’s, spurs and clinking sword, wonld make 
his appearanoe, shake hands vigorously all 
aronnd and then disappear; or a military 
officer of high degree, in dark-green uni­ 
form, wide red stripes, glittering buttons, 
perhaps an order or two, wonld interrupt 
the universal buzz and hum for a moment, 
ouly to be resumed again with increased 
assiduity. Bat even above this noise and 
din the clarion voice of Herr Von Botticher 
resounded through the hall, and all un­ 
daunted he stood by his desk for more than 


an honr, when with a hearty “ bravo ” from 
all around he resumed his seat aud calmly 
wiped the perspiration from his fevered 
brow. W ithout a moment’s delay our 
fritnd, 
DR HIRSCII, AROSE, 
And began in a spirited style to discourse 
upon “ Bundesgenossen ” or the necessity 
of unity amODg the parties, in favor of the 
question, and the assembly listened even 
better than before. One man did give his 
attention ; he leaned forward, then stood 
up and stretched his head forward just as 
far as it would go without breaking his 
neck, then assumed a look of "Come one, 
come a ll; this rock shall fly from its firm 
base so soon as I.” No doubt but that 
those honorable members of the Reichstag 
were all exceedingly wise and completely 
absorbed in the Bubject under discussion ; 
but to the uninitiated it seemed the most 
indifferent body of men that ever met to­ 
gether to discuss the vital questions of a 
great nation. Many heads were silvered 
with gray, and many faces were deeply 
lined. Looking down from our hight and 
numbering the 
VENERABLE BALD CROWNS 
One might almost faucy he was viewing a 
California audience. 
W e must believe 
they were all thoroughly imbued with the 
needs and necessities of the Yaterland. 
The political zeal of one man is beyond 
question ; for he sat there in all the ago­ 
nies of the gout. We could oaly draw thi3 
conclusion from the fact that his foot and 
leg were wrapped in a big woolen blanket. 
After listening to Dr. Hirsch for another 
hour, we concluded to go out in quest of 
more exciting adventures. As the attend­ 
ant showed us out he politely added that 
thecelebrated speaker “ Richter ” had just 
entered and would follow Dr. Hirsch. 
W ith these words of consolation we de­ 
parted, wondering if we had witnessed an 
example of the universal style in which 
the making or marring of nations is con­ 
ducted. Verily, 
" Distai,ee leiigs enchantment to the v;ew 
Atiil clothes tile lofty mountain with its azure hue."

IN LOVE WII'H A PANTHER.

yond the cataracts of the Nile. 
lu order 
to p ut between them selves and the French 
arm y "u: 
:i.t space for their tranquillity, 
th e M angrabins made a forced m arch and 
took no rest till night. 
T hey encamped 
around wells hidden by palm trees, near 
which they had previously buried their 
proviaious. 
N ever th in k isg th a t the idea 
of escape would enter tneir prisoner's 
m ind, 
they contented tli-m selves 
with 
tying his hands and lay down to sleep, 
after having m ale a meal of dates and 
giviog some barley to their horses. 
W hen 
th e boid Provencal saw his enemies beyond 
a state of w atchfulness he got hold of a 
scim iter by m eans of his 
teeth, then 
steadying the blade 
by 
his 
knees 
he 
cu t th e cords which deprived him of the 
use of his bands and found himself at 
liberty. 
Im m ediately he seized a carbine 
and a poinard, took the precaution of pro­ 
viding him self w ith some dry dates, a small 
bag of barley, some powder and balls, 
girded on a scim iier, mounted a horse and 
spurred quickly in tne direction in which j 
ho supposed the French arm y to be. 
Im ­ 
patien t to see a bivouac again be pressed 
the already-tired courser, till the poor ani­ 
m al, w ith jaded flanks, expired, leaving 
th e Frenchm an in the en d st of the desert. 
A fter having m arched some tim e in the 
saud, w ith the desperation of a dying 
crim inal, he was forced to stop ; day was 
a t hand. 
N otw ithstanding the beauty of 
th e heavens at night in the ea9t, he had 
not the strength to continue his road.

G uiteau was hanged yesterday, and thus 
ends the alow* work of the law in connec­ 
tion w ith the assassination of President 
Garfield. 
H e was suffered to live alm ost a 
year after the commission of the crim e 
His trial was a scandal. 
In his cell he was 
perm itted t* play the m ountebank as he 
had done in C o u rt 
From beginning to 
end the solem nity of the issue was ob 
scured, and now th a t he is dead the coun­ 
try can only feel th a t it is an insult to the 
memory of his victim to call his tardy ex 
ecution an expiation. 
There was one point 
in the case which m ight have been utilized, 
hut th a t was wholly neglected. 
I t was 
fatuously assumed throughout th a t if proof 
of G uiteau’s insanity could be made it 
would be necessary to acquit him. 
The 
result of this theory was th at a man whose 
insanity was flagrantly apparent was d e­ 
clared to be perfectly sane, lest he should 
escape the gallow s, and it was thus demon­ 
strated th a t though we object to convict­ 
ing insane crim inals openly, wc have no 
hesitation in hanging them when we can do 
so under a subterfuge. 
The necessity of 
hanging G uiteau was recognized by the 
country, but though no more auspicious oc­ 
casion for inaugurating a new departure in 
our crim inal practice could possibly have 
been shown, the authorities were afraid to 
take the wholly defensible position th at an 
insane man may be as responsible for his 
actions as a sane man. 
This reluctance to accept an ascertained 
tru th springs from the curious m edia 1 valism 
which still characterizes our law doctrinee. 
The old theory was th a t a man could not 
be insane w ithout being wholly irresponsi­ 
ble. 
Such a theory is incom patible with 
any knowledge of insanity. 
The fact is 
th a t men may be decidedly insane, and yet 
com pletely responsible according to the ac­ 
cepted theory of w hat constitutes respon­ 
sibility. 
The cases in which homicidal 
mania is divested of responsibility are lim ­ 
ited 
to 
those in which crim e is com­ 
m itted during a condition of unconscious­ 
ness. 
Epileptic maniacs have attacks of 
this kind, and because they do not at such 
tim es know w hat they are doing, they are 
really not accountable. 
Such a patient 
may commit a m urder in his fit, and on re­ 
covering from it be wholly ignorant of 
w hat he has done. 
B ut a maniac like Gui­ 
teau acts w ith consciousness and delibera­ 
tion. 
He is fulh' aware th a t he is about to 
do wrong. 
He knows w hat constitutes 
crim e. 
And 
therefore 
such 
crim inals 
should be punished precisely as sane men 
are, but not by pretending th a t they are 
sane. 
And if it is im portant th at the shield of 
insanity be stripped from crim inals it is 
not less im portant th a t crim e should be 
punished w ith equal sw iftness and cer­ 
tainty. 
The delay in G uiteau’s case de­ 
prived it of all useful effect. 
The oppor­ 
tunity for m aking an example was frittered 
away by delays for which there was no 
justification. 
I t would have been perfectly 
practicable to try, sentence and hang the 
assassin w ithin th irty days from the death 
of Garfield. 
In th a t case the effect of the 
punishm ent would have been salutary. 
B ut th i 3 senseless delay of nearly a year 
has taken all the point out of the penalty. 
As to the plea of hum anity, it has no 
foundation, for it is beyond question less 
hum ane to play w ith a crim inal as a cat 
plays w ith a mouse, than to punish him 
instantly. 
The whole of the proceedings 
in this case, however, have been ill-ad­ 
vised. 
The dignity of the law has been 
im paired, and an assassin has been suffered 
to live until he had become quite a person­ 
age, whose doings and sayings were regu­ 
larly recorded throughout the country, and 
who was proud of his bad eminence, and 
took pleasure in his notoriety. 
Now, if one of the m otives of the death 
penalty in such cases is to protect society 
by discouraging assassination, it is evident 
th a t we have failed to produce the desired 
effect here. 
For the fate of G uiteau is 
really by no means calculated to deter 
other insane persons from following his ex­ 
am ple. 
Difficult as it m ay be for sound 
m inds to realize, it is nevertheless a fact 
th a t there are m any persons of so m or­ 
bid a tem peram ent th a t 
the 
prospect 
of a year’s notoriety would seem to them 
a com plete equivalent for death on the gal­ 
lows. 
To influence such m inds it is necee- 
sary to m ake them understand th a t they 
have nothing to expect b u t sw ift punish­ 
m ent, in case they com m it m urder, and 
th a t no opportunity will be offered them 
for m elodram atic posings. 
Dealing w ith 
such a m an as G uiteau it was the more 
necessary to pursue this course. As it w’aB, 
however, he was allowed to have his own 
way, and he actually w ent to death firm in 
the persuasion th a t he was a m artyr. 
In tru th the m ost impressive lesson of 
this case is th a t it is difficult in the U nited 
States to secure justice even upon the most 
heinous crim inals, and th a t a man whom 
all the nation execrates, and of whose 
guilt no shadow of a doubt exists, can se­ 
cure delays which are at least sufficient to 
deprive the final execution of the law of 
any 
serious 
moral 
effect. 
A judicial 
m achine which 
moves 
so slowly cer­ 
tainly m ust need repairing. 
A condition 
of things in which neither tbe obviousness 
of the right nor the unanim ity of the pop­ 
ular will can secure sim ple justice until 
nearly a year has passed, is not w hat it 
ought to be. 
G uiteau has at last been 
hanged. 
T hat is som ething. 
B ut w hat 
m ust be onr crim inal adm inistration when 
we find ourselves actually relieved because, 
notw ithstanding 
everything 
th a t 
was 
against him, the assas; in did not escape in 
the end ? 
I t is undeniable th a t until the 
news of his death was received very few 
people felt perfectly certain th a t he would 
be hanged. 
There have been so m any fail­ 
ures of justice, and this case seemed to 
proceed so sluggishly, th a t there could not 
be any positive assurance as to the end. 
The m urderer is dead, but let no m an say 
th a t the m urder of Garfield has been 
avenged, for vengeance, under the circum ­ 
stances, was impossible from the first. To 
hang a G uiteau is nothing. 
To hang a 
whole race of G uiteaus would be nothing. 
The tru th is his crime was one for which 
no atonem ent or expiation was possible, 
and the one proof of the national feeling 
which alone m ight have 
been given— 
nam ely, the speedy trial and execution of 
this w retch, as a necessary but not sig­ 
nificant disposal of forfeited carrion—was 
unfortunately not offered. 


T H E 
EGYPTIAN 
D IFFICU LTY . 


Work is progressing rapidly on the railroad ex­ 
tension to Orland, Colusa county. 
About half a 
m ile o firo n is laiq daily. 
It is sixteen miles from 
Willows to Orland, and it is anticipated th at the 
latter town will lie in railroad connection in three 
or four weeks. 


There appears to be some m isapprehen­ 
sion as to the outcome of the Egyptian 
difficulty, notw ithstanding all th a t has 
been w ritten upon it. 
One view which 
we encounter is to the effect th a t the 
E gyptian people are somehow contending 
for their “ hearths and homes ; ” th a t they 
arc supporting Arabi Pasha in his endea­ 
vors to clear the country of foreigners ; 
and th a t they are eutirely justified in 
doing this, because the foreigners have 
been plundering aLd oppressing them . 
It 
m ust be said th a t a very profound igno­ 
rance of Egyptian affairs goes to the for­ 
m ation of the above-m entioned view. 
The 
tru th is th a t the European Control, as it 
is at} led, was instituted to check the ra­ 
pacity and extravagauce of the E gyptian 
rulers. 
These latter had for a long tim e 
been oppressing and plundering the E gyp­ 
tian people in the most cruel and merciless 
m anner. 
T hey had raised heavy E uro­ 
pean loans, and had squandered the money 
upon debauchery and lavish display. They 
had hypothecated part of their revenues to 
secure these debts, but as they them selves 
collected the taxes, and as half of the 
money so collect til was stolen by the 
Pashas and never reached the K hedive’s 
treasury, while the Khedive on his part 
appropriated all he could of w hat re­ 
mained, the piospects of the creditors were 
dubious. In this state of things France and 
England interfered, and insisted th at the 
finances should be placed under the control 
of European officers, as a m aterial guaran­ 
tee for the paym ent of the interest. 
This 
was done, and the results have been in all 
respects m ost beneficial to the Egyptian 
people. 
The old oppressive practices of 
the tax-collectors and the Pashas have 
been com pletely done away with. 
The 
Fellahs have been treated w ith hum anity 
and justice for the first tim e in th eir ex­ 
perience. 
A griculture bas revived un 
der the new financial regime. 
The ta x ­ 
payers have been able to save money, and 
have not been obliged to bury it, as hereto­ 
fore. 
Of old it wa9 thought impossible to 
collect the taxes w ithout using the basti­ 
nado freely. 
A t present the Fellahs come 
voluntarily to the tax-collector’s office, 
and pay in full the am ounts which the 
stick could not extort form erly. 
The fact 
is th a t the European Control has been 
wholly in the interest of the Egyptian 
Fellahs, and th a t A rabi P asha represents 
th a t elem ent of thieving Pashas which 
w ants to restore the old regime of plunder 
and oppression. 
Should the Control be 
abolished E gypt would at once revert to 
the degraded 
condition 
which 
existed 
prior to its institution, and all the civiliz­ 
ing work of the past ten years would be 
lost.

C H ILE 
AND 
FRELINGHUYSEN. 


BOOK REV IEW S 


I t is said th a t the Chilean m inister at 
W ashington has been using im pertinent 
language to Secretary Frelinghuysen, and 
papers which think th a t Mr. Blaine’s South 
Am erican policy was very brilliant are 
arguing th at this is the result of the Gov­ 
ernm ent’s peaceful and tim id course. 
H ad 
Mr. Blaine had his way the course of the 
G overnm ent would certainly not have been 
peaceful. 
I t would have em ployed the 
most threatening language up to the verge 
of actual w a r ; and then it would have 
discovered th a t it had not the means of 
enforcing its position. 
As it happens the 
present Governm ent is aware of the fact 
th a t the U nited States does not possess a 
uavy, and it is judicious enough to cut its 
coat according to its cloth, as the saying is. 
M r. Blaine’s policy would have led the 
country into a position from which it would 
have bad to back out sham efully. 
Mr. 
Frelingbuysen s course will, at all events, 
spare us the sham e of backing out. 


DOYLE 
ON 
HEARST. 


John Doyle has been so profoundly af­ 
fected by the letter which somebody wrote 
for George H earst in the Exam iner the other 
day, th a t he w ants the owner of the 
“ sack ” to take the U nited States Senator- 
8hip as a rew ard tor his public spirit. This 
shows how very cheaply people like Mr. 
Doyle can be sold, when their prejudice 
has run away w ith their judgm ent. 
Doyle 
is a monomaniac on the railroad question. 
W hen he was a Railroad Commissioner his 
views were m oderate enough, as his pub­ 
lished reports show ; but since he lost 
official responsibility be has become per­ 
fectly furious on this topic, and the extent 
of bis m ental aberration is now indicated 
in his readiness to accept H earst as the 
Moses who is to lead him out of the an ti­ 
monopoly wilderness. 
B ut perhaps we do 
Mr. Doyle some injustice. 
Perhaps w hat 
he is really thinking of is th a t he could 
w rite Ilearst’s speeches if the latter should 
get into the Senate. 


PARNELL 
AND 
DAVITT. 


If the 
indications 
are 
trustw orthy, 
D avitt’a attem pt to supplant Parnell is a 
conspicuous failure already. 
The H enry 
George land plan does not recommend it­ 
self to the Irish people at all. 
They 
neither understand it, nor w ill they have 
anything to do w ith it. 
T hey do under­ 
stand the plan of Parnell, and th a t they 
will support. 
The H enry George scheme 
is im practicable, visionary, 
and inequi­ 
table, and no people in any p art of the 
world have yet m anifested the least dispo­ 
sition to indorse it. 
As to the Irish, they 
certainly are the last to accept the Gov­ 
ernm ent in the place of the landlords, and 
it is plain th a t the proposition has fallen 
still-born. 
Parnell has the confidence of 
th e people and the leaders, and if D avitt 
persists in his new departure he w ill only 
succeed in separating him self altogether 
from the Land League, w ithout securing a 
following of his own. 


T H E 
N IH ILISTS. 


The N ihilists appear to have honored 
the F ourth of Ju ly by the invention of a 
new and im proved glass bomb, w arranted 
to kill Em perors at th irty yards. 
The 
new bombs are slung, and great precision 
may be obtained in the use of them . 
This 
is the cheerful kind of news the Czar finds 
in his m orning paper nowadays. 
No won­ 
der he has postponed his coronation indefi­ 
nitely. 
And though he is constantly de­ 
porting to Siberia and Heaven the N ihilists 
be has caught, those whom he has not 
caught proceed calm ly w ith their mine- 
laying and their little inventions. 
I t is 
an unequal contest, and the Czar will give 
way before his enemies are extinguished.

V ic t o r H r o o 
a n d H is Time. 
By Alfred Barbou. 
New York : H arper A Bros. 
San Francisco : 
A. 
L. Bancroft A Co. 
This volume will not satisfy those who de­ 
sire a dispassionate and philosophical estimate 
of Victor Hugo. 
I t is from the hand of one 
of his worshipers, and is in the enthusiastic, 
hyperbolical vein. The hero is great, immense, 
magnificent, from the first page to the last. 
The splendor of his genius is so flashed in one’s 
eyes as to be quite blinding. 
There is no 
criticism worthy of the name, and the narra­ 
tive is so blemished by its extravagance as to 
be unreliable. 
Victor Hugo is certainly a 
great wiiter, but he is also a good deal of a 
charlatan. 
In .his politics and iu his politcal 
economy he is often absolutely ridiculous. 
His pathos not infrequently degenerates into 
bathos. 
H e is full of a misty, uureal, fan­ 
tastic burlesque of paBbion which cannot be 
comprehended, much less be appreciated, by 
i»ny other than a Frenchman. 
In “ Lra 
Miserables ” he has written one of the most 
powerful stories in all literature ; yet even 
that masterpiece is deformed by extravagance 
and tedious harangues which weary the 
reader completely. 
His work is also too full 
of uail-marks, to speak mechanically. 
One 
is perm itted to see too much of his methods 
of c instruction. 
He empties his memoranda 
into his psges sometimes without sifting or 
arranging them. 
Noticeably is thi3 the case 
in parts of “ L ’Homme qui H it.” Victor 
Hugo has no intelligible philosophy. 
He 
seems to belong to that fi afeby school which is 
all tenderness to the human race, and which 
through the catholicity of its sympathies 
gradually arrives at alliance with ail iisur- 
gents, rebels and law-breakers, a- d enmity to 
ali forms of government. 
He was for the 
Commune at one time. 
He was for the Re­ 
public as long as it was without consistency, 
but when it became consolidated he almost 
ceased to sympathize with it. 
His literary 
works, and especially his novels, have all 
been moral in their design, and free from the 
bane of French fiction, the erotic mania. 
He 
has also shown how to combine realism with 
decency in a way which should have taught 
Zola something. 
And it rnuot be confessed 
that if Victor Hugo is an egotist, he has been 
sorely tempted, for surely no literary man 
has ever been so spoiled by his contempora­ 
ries. 
That he possesses an originally sweet 
and sound nature is obvious, and even in his 
old age its fnndamental sanity is not im­ 
paired. 
But it is scarcely bo be doubted that 
the verdict of posterity upon his literary 
rank will be very different from that of his 
contemporaries in the French republic of 
letters, and that the placa now claimed for 
him, as at the head of the literature of the 
nineteenth century, will he disallowed.

This is M r. Darwin’s last contribution to 
science, and it D not less intcresticg than the 
volumes which have preceded it. 
Certainly 
the world has until now had very little idea 
of the importance of the part played by the 
humble earth-worm in mundane affairs. 
Y et 
Mr. Darwin has ascertained from persoual 
observation that these little unobtrusive crea­ 
tures are among the most active agents in 
producing changes in the earth’s surface. By 
their 
burrowings 
they gradually change 
the entire surface of fields. 
They accelerate 
the erooion of hillsides by loosening and ex­ 
posing the soil. 
They cause stones and 
rocks, and even ruins, to sink gradually into 
the earth, by undermining them first, and 
then by covering them up. 
Tney even 
triturate stones and pebbles, by passing 
them through their intestinal c-auals, and 
they prepare the soil for the growth of 
plants. 
I t has been calculated that there are 
on an average 53.767 worms to an acre of 
land. 
This would give a weight of 350 
pounds in worms. 
Mr. Darwin estimates 
th a t'the worms oil one of his fields must 
have passed the earth through their bodies, in 
the course 
of a 
year, at 
the 
rate cf 
over eighteen tons per acre. 
It will be 
perceived from these figures that the earth 
worms may easily play a very im portant part 
in producing charges of 
the earth’s sur­ 
face, and that in hilly regions the operation 
of the worms must hasten the denudation of 
the s ul very greatly. 
The influence of earth 
worms in sending debris into the rivers of this 
-^tate was not considered in the late Gold 
Run Mine case, though Mr. Darwin’s treatise 
on the subject m ight have given the defenee 
several suggestive points.

The author of this volume wrote a very bad 
biography of M arie A ntoinette a few years 
ago. 
W e are inclined to think it was tbe 
worst story of her life ever given to the press. 
He has now prepared a condensed constitu­ 
tional history, and as he has not had much op­ 
portunity for exhibiting his own idiosyncrasies 
iu it, the result is more satisfactory. 
Tbe 
century treated of is one of the most im port­ 
ant and interesting in modern history. 
It in­ 
cludes the W ar of Independence, the French 
Revolution, the Reform Movement, the Abo­ 
lition of the Corn Laws, the Crimean War, 
and many other epochal events. 
I t includes 
the change from medieval to modern life, re­ 
sulting from the invention of the railway, 
the telegraph, and the steamboat. 
I t is 
tnert fore most necessary that every student 
should be familiar with this period, and in 
the absence of more elaborate histories by 
men of larger reputations, this compendium 
by Mr. Younge may be useful enough. 
He 
follows Hallam, but, curiously enough, he 
makes no mention of May. 
Many of the 
events recorded here have been much more 
graphically described by Justin McCarthy, 
but the latter does not go so far back, and 
the seventy years from the beginning of this 
history to where M cCarthy takes it up are 
far too im portant to be skipped or slurred. 


A tla n tis ; The A ntediluvian 
W o r l d

This is an ingenious and laborious effort to 
demonstrate that the tradition of a buried 
continent called A tlantis rests upon fact; 
that such an island did formerly exist in the 
Atlantic Ocean, opposite the mouth of the 
Mediterranean S e a ; and th at this buried 
A tlantis was the fountain and source of that 
civilization which 
overflowed 
from it to 
Phoenicia, Greece, America, and ao on down 
to modern times. 
As a m atter of course the 
best that can be done with the tcanty ma­ 
terial at hand is to create a plausible pre­ 
sumption in favor of his theory. 
There is, 
however, always danger that in attem pting 
to find support for such a theory an author 
may go too far, and thereby make his cause 
preposterous. 
Mr. Donnelly has striven to 
avoid this source of weakness as much as 
possible, but he has not always succeeded. 
I t is certain that the legend of A tlantis is 
of great antiquity. Herodotus brought it from 
Egypt, where the priests appeared to know 
all about it, and where it was then regarded 
as history. 
Plato gives the history of A tlan­ 
tis in detail, and it is plain that it was then 
very elaborate, and strangely detailed and 
consistent for a mere m yth. 
Mr. Donnelly 
is of opinion that the great catastrophe which 
destroyed A tlantis was the origin ’ of all the 
deluge stories which have been found so 
widely diffused, and which certainly cannot 
be explained on the hypothesis that the 
Chaldean tradition had beea disseminated 
all over the earth. 
W hen we find a legend 
held in common by the Chaldeans, the 


AztecB and the Maoris, we may conclude at . 
once that these stories have grown up inde­ 
pendent of one another. 
Now the destruc­ 
tion of a great island in the A tlantic might 
have furnished the basis for all these flood* 
legends, and the story of A tlantis as told by 
Plato is not inconsistent with any of them. 
The tradiiion is that the island of A tlantis 
was the seat of empire of a great, powerful 
and highly civilized race. They were supposed 
to have built mighty cities and temples 
there, 
and to 
have 
sent 
forth 
many 
colonies, 
and 
to 
have cot quered every 
nation they attacked. 
And then at last, 
when they were at the Light of their glory 
and power, there occurred a terrible earth­ 
quake, and the land sank, and the ocean 
burst in upon A tlantis, and in fcur days the 
whole is’acd had disappeared, leaving behind 
it a disturbed and muddy and unaavigabla- 
sea. 
Now so far Mr. Donnelly has only tradi­ 
tion to support him, but here he calls in 
science to his aid. 
After showing that there 
is about the legend which seems to center on 
A tlantis a marked consistency and coherecc®, 
he proceeds to ir. quire whether the oceau 
in the region where A tlantis Í3 supposed to 
have stofd, gives any indications of the 
occurrence, in past times, of such a catas­ 
trophe. 
And he is enabled to answer this 
question in the affirmative, for the soundings 
made by the Challenger really do prove the 
existence, in the very region of the supposed 
Atlantis, of what may very well be a buried 
continent. 
The Azores are the peaks of the 
highest mountains of Atlantis. 
Thousands 
of fathoms down the island lies, with its 
mighty architectural works, and its vast 
treasures, and the bones of the millions of 
human beings th at were carried down with 
tbe island. 
This is the author’s theory, and 
it is sustained in a vary skillful and exhaustive 
way. 
Of course it cannot bs denied that 
such a catastrophe may have occurred. 
The 
soundings show' that such a catastrophe in 
all probability did occur within a compara­ 
tively recent period. 
Bjyond this all is 
wrapped in cloud and mystery. 
The Chal­ 
lenger’s dredges and trawls brought to the 
surface no tokens cf the past. 
If Atlantis 
be there, the globerigina ocze has probably 
covered the ruins and the treasure fathoms 
deep, and 
protoplasmic masses, destined 
to im portant uaee in the future, inertly sup­ 
plant the occe aclive and eager life of the 
antediluvian world. 
I t is certainly a very 
fascinating hypothesis, and it is due to Mr. 
Donnelly to say that he has made the most 
of it, and lias produced a volume which 
abounds iu interest, and affords many topics 
for reflection.

The chief value of works like the present is 
to check the ever-growing disp: sitian to look 
upon the best accepted philosophy of the age 
a3 the last w->rd on the problems of existence. 
Mr. Sully bas labored to show that all human 
observation acd speculation is and must be 
full of errors, and that the most careful and 
exact conclusions of science are only rela­ 
tively and never absolutely correct. 
The 
very fundam ental concepts of philosophy are 
open to objection, and liable to error, and in 
fact illusions form part and parcel of all man 
sees and 
hears and 
does 
and 
think . 
The truth is that the human organism is not 
a complete and infallible piece of mechanism, 
but a very imperfect and fallible machine, 
which is liable to deceive itself even when it 
seems 
most 
correct, 
and 
which 
is 
not capable of absolute exactitude under 
any circumstances. 
I t is necessary to make 
allowances for this tendency to illusion which 
pervades and permeates everything, and a 
work like Mr. Sully’s, which carefully and 
thoroughly g< ei over the ground in a scien­ 
tific spirit, is well caculated to imbue the 
mind with that humility which is so essential 
to a philosophic examination. 
The fallacy of 
the common notion th at all sound minds must 
agree upon certain supposititious simple prop 
ositions, is here very clearly and instructively 
demonstrated. 
The fact is that if it were 
possible to gauge the sanity of all men, it 
would be seen that really sane men are in the 
minority, and that tfco percentage of brains 
with some tw ist is very great. 
Altogether 
the book is an im portant contribution to the 
realm of psychology.

I t is impossible to rise from the perusal of 
these volumes without reflecting that the 
withdrawal of the veil which concealed the 
life of Carlyle from the observation of the 
world has ptoduced a disillusionizing which 
must greatly detract from the influence of 
his writings. 
For in his case it has been 
made manifest that a ' ery large proportion 
of the peculiar gloom and cynicism which 
tilled his pages was the direct result, not of 
any profound philosophy, not of deep re flee* 
tion upon human nature and worldly affairs, 
but purely and wholly of a morbid bodily con 
dition. 
Now it is this disclosure which 
threatens to be so fatal to Carlyle’s influence; 
for whereas men can be moved and led by no 
m atter how dark and despairing a creed, pro­ 
vided they know it to have bsan the result of 
thought or experience, i t is impossible to 
maintain a school upon no more dignified or 
intellectual basis than the malign prompt 
ings of a diseased stomach. 
The truth 
is 
th at 
Carlyle’s 
dyspepsia 
was 
the 
explanation of more than half his grim 
philosophy, and it was also the reason why 
his personal life was so devoid of happinesp. 
Mr. 
Fronde has 
done 
his 
work 
very 
thoroughly. 
He has been most unreasonably 
attacked for telling and showing the truth 
about his friend; but unless he had shown 
the truth he had better not have undertaken 
the work, and as an honest literary man he 
could not escape the obligation. 
I t is here 
made plain for the first time that Carlyle was 
singularly deficient in at least one of the at 
tributes without which there can be no true 
philosophy and no intelligent Rrasp of phe­ 
nomena. 
The man actually did not know 
w hat Dove is. 
H e was so ignorant (so 
afflicted, perhaps we should say), that he 
could not even understand what it was. 
He 
had a notion that love was like the mumps or 
the chicken-pox, to be endured for a short 
time, and then got rid of altogether. 
He 
actually had no conception of that form of 
affection which lasts through a long life, 
burning with a steady brightness continually, 
and influencing both lives in the moBt perfect 
and thorough manner. 
The man was really born without the ca­ 
pacity to love, and though in his autobiogra­ 
phy he has posed as mourning bitterly over 
the grave of his wife, Mr. Fronde has made 
it plain th at all this show of affection was 
withheld until the wife was dead, and that in 
fact he never appreciated her until he had 
lost her, and even then probably more be. 
cause her death operated as an inconvenience 
to him than because he really loved her. 
Much of his feeling after her death was 
indeed clearly due to remorse, and it m ust be 
admitted that there was cause for self-accusa­ 
tion in the case. 
For by his great selfishness 
he forced this sweet woman to waste her 
life. 
He did not love her, and she did not 
love him, when they were married. 
B ut he 
insisted upon the union, though she had 
sense enough to perceive that it was a fatal 
mistake. 
When he had her he proceeded to 
sacrifice her to his literary ambition. H e com­ 
pelled her for years to do the work of a farm 
servant, iu an isolated and inhospitable place. 


He himself was absorbed In his work, and 
at the same time wa* of so irritsbia ard 
irascible a tem per th at living with him inns*, 
have been a sore penance. 
Even his mother 
said he was “ gey ill to live w i\” and his 
poor wife found this ont to her cost. 
Carlyle appears anything but amiable iu 
these volumes, and by no meacs always d 2- 
eervirg of respect. 
A great many of hi 
criticisms on his contemporaries 
are out­ 
rageously severe and ur just. 
A great many 
of his opinions reveal dense ignotar.ee « f 
the subjects he dogmatizes upon. 
No man 
was so fond of attacking other* f >r speaking 
without understanding, and yet the same 
fault was very frequently committed by him. 
He must have been a singularly unhappy 
man, and he 
made 
his wife 
a'in ont as 
miserable as himself. 
His cap*.ion ness and 
querulousnees were sucha-* to render hU com­ 
pany extremely undesirable. 
He w: s often 
as boorish as old Dr. Johnson, and stems 
never to have been able to resist the tem pta­ 
tion of contradicting whatever view a stranger 
might put forward, even when it went m all 
fours with his own position5». 
He hed a long 
and painful straggle before he was recognized 
as a man of genius, but his troubles were all 
more than doubled by his unfortunate ail­ 
ment, which made every molehill appear a 
mountain to him, which took aw y the ca­ 
pacity for e: joyment, and clothed all. the 
world in mourning. 
His 1:fa was a constant 
martyrdom in this respect, and " th e hag 
"dyspepsia,” as be called it, rodo him iiks a 
nightmare. 
His philosophy was morbid be­ 
cause bis mind was clouded. 
He cculd not, 
save at rare intervals, see the sun an 1 the 
blue Bky. 
Everything} appeared dark and 
gloomy to him. 
A nd curiously enough this preacher of 
Silence as the great remedy for all troubles, 
was one of 
the most garrulous of men. 
He made more noise than a regiment in im- 
p’oricg everybody else to hold their ton¿ues. 
He was diffuse in praiae of brevity. 
H e de­ 
nounced talk in interminable prattle. 
In 
short his whole literary course proved that 
he could by no means live up to his own 
rules. 
Y et for all th’s the force of his argu­ 
ments reraaica unaffected, and hie criticisms 
are none the lees trenchant because the critic’s 
own conduct was not squared by them. 
The 
laying bare of his personal life ard re­ 
lations shows us th at he was not after all a 
sage sitting aloft superior to all the petty 
cares and troubles of the world, but r. simple 
human being, weighed down with fcffl ction 
which colored 
and 
distorted his exist­ 
ence, 
and 
which 
unconsciously 
to 
himself 
shaped 
the 
design 
of 
his 
philosophy. 
We look behind tho curtain 
and see 
the 
tragedy 
and the comedy 
of this great m an’s life. 
If we are meanly 
dispo-ed we hug ourselves in the thought 
that after all be was in some things rather be­ 
low than above his fellows. 
If we are dis 
posed to do justice we turn from the frail crea­ 
ture to the fruit of his intellect, and recognize 
there the marks of that genius whose fire 
renders imperishable the worka which are in­ 
formed by it.

A FIELD FDR 
REFORM 


I t is said by a gentleman recently returned 
from Germany, that the Government author­ 
ities of that c untry proscribe and refuse 
entry to ever thirty flash newspapers pub­ 
lished in America, on the ground that their 
beastUl and debauching illustrations would 
contam inate the youth of that land. 
Every­ 
one of the condemned papers are sold in this 
city. 
More than that, they are with shame­ 
less effronteiy forced upon public gaze and 
notice, and are hung upon the outer wails 
along J and K. streets and some cross streets 
to test the depth of the blush of shame on 
maiden’s cheeks and to debauch the tastes 
of lads and corrupt their morals—that, at 
least, is the effect. 
Tne capital stock in trade 
of most of these papers consists of unreal 
pictures ot half or nearly nude women in 
obscene carousals, or in suggestive attitudes ; 
or of scenes of debauchery, rioting and crime. 
Others pretend to be records of crime, and 
are filled with revolting pictures of numerous 
acts and viliaioout attem pts on life or prop­ 
erty. 
A well-known gentleman, who has 
sons, 
said 
to 
a 
representative 
of 
this 
pap?r yesterday that he 
would, 
ten to 
one, prefer to see his boys peering or even 
going iuto the dens of the Barbary Coast 
than ÜDd them reading one of these Hwh 
journals. 
Iu the one case the tilth and the 
coarse, low creatures might disgust the boy ; 
in the other the youth’s moral perceptions are 
certain to b c^me dulled by the alluring man­ 
ner in which the flash journaltat sets out his 
demoralizing banquet of polluted viands. 
One book-dealer of this city some time ago 
refused loDger to keep this class qí journals 
iu his store. 
H* found them offensive to the 
best cla-s of 
his customers. 
These flash 
papers, with their lewd, indecent and vulgar 
illustrations, are supplemented by a cheap 
style of no-called literary papers, that, on ac­ 
count of their miserably unnatural and 
demoralizing 
''stories** and 
“ romances,' 
are quite as injurious as those first referred 
to. 
The subject is attracting much attention 
here just now, and an effort is being made to 
unite Christian organizations and friends of 
moral culture and de*encj in a movement 
against %he exposure, if cot the sale, of the 
joarnata mentioned. 
The movement will 
also probably take form as against the street 
exhibitions of lewd and vulgar photographs, 
another offj nse that calls for immediate at­ 
tention. 
I t 
would 
seem 
clear 
that 
society 
has a right 
to 
protect 
itself 
against this moral poison, as 
rou.h 
us 
against spring guns, 
nuisances 
inimical 
to public health, and structures and business 
following danger* us to life and property. 
It 
is the iutention to further remark upon this 
subject, and to aid in any effort to promote 
reform where it is needed in these m atters. 
I t is believed that this community is not 
aware fully of how greatly the children are 
being injured, aud how much crime and im ­ 
m orality are promoted by the offenses indi­ 
cated, but it is quite certain that facts and 
figures can be shown, of local collation, that 
will awaken parents with a shock to the 
magnitude of the eviL 


L a r g e S h ip m e n t o f F l o u r . —The P i o> 
nix Mills, of this city, made one of their reg­ 
ular monthly shipments of fl mr to Liverpool, 
consistí: g of 3 200 sacks, or 1,600 barrels.

The Pfcceaix Mills, owned by the firm 
of George Schroih & Co., were built about a 
year ago, are supplied with the latest im ­ 
provements in miil machinery, and rank 
among the best mills in the S ate. 
The firm 
is now running their mill to it?, full capacity, 
day and night, turning out 200 barrels of pat­ 
ent flour daily. 
They have a large trade in 
Texas, and since the opening of this trade, 
not quite three months ago, have shipped over 
forty car loads of fl our to th at State. 
The 
people of Texas are highly pleased with their 
flour, and say the Calif* rnia fl >ur makes the 
whitest and most delicious bread c f any fl >ur 
ever brought to their State.

ELECTION THI8 FALl. 


W hat Officers are to b9 Elected—P o ss ib le 
Confusion as to Senators. 


Attorney-General 
H alt 
was 
yesterday 
called upon by a representative of this pai e-, 
to ascertain his views- concerning the ques­ 
tion now being raised as to the fall election?. 
Dir. H art’s opinion will be found expressed 
below in the responses to irquires proposed : 
Qaestion—I t is held, General Hart, by some 
of the State papers, that there is no law in 
existence under which a valid electi-n for 
couuty officers can be held in California in 
1882. 
W hat is yonr view of the m atter ? 
General H art—There is a sufficient law in 
existence. 
There is a cm nty government 
bill in force. 
I t was in force prior to the 
adoption of the new Constitution, and it 
remains in force until repealed. 
Question—W hat d íes lie law in existence 
provide ? 
Answer—Under it all counties operate un­ 
til it is supplauted by a new law. 
As to its 
operation and effect let me enlarge some­ 
what. 
la 1S81 the Legislature passed an Act 
as an amendment to Sectiou 4109 of the Po­ 
litical Code. 
T hat Act is generally kirown 
as the “ Hartsou A ct.” 
It amends the sec­ 
tion stated, and in it it is provided that all 
elective county, city and county or township 
officers, except Superior Judges, Superintend­ 
ents of Schools and Assessors, shall be elected 
at the general election to be held in 1882, and 
at the general election to be held every second 
year thereafter, and shall take office on the 
first Monday after the 1st day of January 
next succeeding their election. 
Q —Was it concerning that that an ac'h n 
was brought? 
A —Yes, sir. 
In 1881 an action was 
brought by J . G. Treadwell agaiust the Board 
of Supervisors of Yolo couuty. 
I t was to 
test the constitutionality of that amendment. 
I t was maintained by Air. Treadwell that the 
said section, as amended, was unconstitu­ 
tional, and that the election should be held in 
1881, in pursuance of the provisions of the 
law as it stood prior to said amendment. The 
purpose was to test the question whether an 
election should be Leld in 1881, as provided 
by the law, or in 1S32, as provided by the 
amendment referred to. The Supreme Court, 
after full argument, held that the paid amend­ 
ment was c institutional. Tnia wa>« a decisive 
determination of the m atter, and it is no 
longer an open question. 
Q.—Nevertheless a goodly number of peo­ 
ple so treat it. 
Will you bo so kind, then, as 
to explsia further? 
A .—Certainly. 
According to the decision 
referred to the election must be held this fall 
except for Judges of the Superior Courts 
and Superintendents of 
Schovta, 
under 
the 
Iiartson A ct ; 
and 
Assessors 
are 
also to 
be 
elected 
under 
the 
same 
Act iu 1882. 
The Supreme Court 
hav­ 
ing held the Act of 1881 (liartson’s amend­ 
ment) constitutional, the election roust be 
held in the time and rnaurer pointed out in 
that Act, in the year 1882, for all officers, 
with the exceptions named. 
B ut under Sec­ 
tion 3 of Article IX . of the Constitution, Su­ 
perintendents of Scho als for each county must 
be elected at the Gubernatorial elections, and 
one of such elections is to be held this year, 
and provision is made for the election of Su­ 
perior Judges by Section 6 of Article Y I. of 
the Constitution. 
Q.—W hat does it provide ? 
A .—T hat such Judges shall be elected at 
the general State election, and that they 
shall hold office for six years. 
Q.—B ut their terms were abridged? 
A — Yes. 
The first election for Superior 
Judges was held in 1879, and the term of the 
first so elected having been shortened by the 
Constitution one year, their terms, you see, 
will expire on the first Monday in January, 
1S85. 
Q.—And as to their successors ? 
A .—They must be elected in 1884. 
Q.—B ut it is also claimed. General, by many, 
that because of the failure of the Legislature 
to pass an apportionment bill redistricting 
the State, that put it as you may, it will 
be impossible now to give fair and equal rep­ 
resentation as contemplated by the new Con­ 
stitution, that tnkfs into account the changes 
that have taken place in our centers of popu­ 
lation during the last twenty years. 
A .—It may be that there will be confusion 
and difficulty in the Legislature in adjusting 
the m atter of representation, but as to that 
I have nothing now to do. 
The law as it is 
is very clear and cannot be mistaken. 
Prior 
to the adoption of the bow Constitution the 
Legislature divided the State into Senatorial 
and Assembly districts. They are notnniform 
in representation, as you know ; some dis­ 
tricts send one, some two Senator*. 
The 
S nato;i d districts are 29 in number under 
the existing law. 
The new Constitution con­ 
te m plates 40 districts, with one Senator from 
each. 
The Legi-lature did not declare these 
new districts. 
Now, under the Constitution 
the law dividing the State into districts re­ 
mains in operation until repealed* unless it is 
in conflict with eome provision of the Con­ 
stitution that is selt-executing. 
Q.—That is what is claimed to be the ca^e. 
How do you view it ? 
A .—Section 6, Article IV ., of the Consti­ 
tution, provides, for the purpose of choosing 
a Legislature, that the State shall be divided 
into L rty Senatorial and eighty Assembly 
districts, as nearly equal in population as 
may be, and composed of contiguous terri­ 
tory, to be called Senatorial and Assembly 
districts. 
Now that provision is clearly one 
not self-executiDg, for it requires legislation 
to put it into operation. 
The division com­ 
manded by that provision of the Constitution 
m ust be made by the legislative power, and 
can be made in no other manner. 
Q —That is clear, and then we have only 
the old districts left of course ? 
A .—Yes. 
Now had the provision itself 
rediatricted the 
State 
and 
defined the 
boundaries of the districts, then it would 
have been what is known as a self-executing 
provision. 
The subsequent part of the sec­ 
tion itself providing that the Legislature 
shall, at its first session after each census, ad­ 
just such districts and re-apportion the rep­ 
resentation, clearly defines the inteat of the 
framers of the Constitution. I t just aacleaily 
shows as can be shown that it was intended 
that legislation should be had beforo the 
present order of things was changed. 
I t re­ 
sults that the present law. fixing the bounds 
of the districts (the apputionim nt law), is 
now in force, and until it is amended or re­ 
pealed by the redistricting by the Legislature 
as directed by the Constitution, Senators and 
Assemblymen must be elected according to 
the “ apDortionment now provided for by 
law.” 
Reporter—That seems to be unanswerable. 
Then we elect a full compliment in 1882? 
General H art—Yes ; in 1882 there must be 
elected 80 Apsemblyraen and 40 Senators, as 
provided by the law now in force, and which 
was in force prior to the adoption of the Con­ 
stitution. 
Q —But how long are the 40 Senators to 
hold—three or four years ? 
A .—U nder Section 5, Article IV ., of 
the 
Constitution, 
which, 
remember, 
is 
self-executing and requires no legislation to 
put it into operation, those elected from the 
even-numbered districts hold for four years, 
and those from the odd-numbered districts 
hold for but two years. 
Reporter—B ut when the Legislature reap­ 
portions the State, the Lumber of districts 
must be changed, and some elected from odd 
will find themselves in even-numbered dis­ 
tricts.

Section 3, Article IV . of the Constitu­ 
tion provides that members of the Assembly 
shall be eleeted in 1879 at the time and in the 
manner now provided by law. 
The second 
election of Assemblymen after the adoption 
of the Constitution was commanded to be held 


o d the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November, 1880. 
Thereafter members of 
the Assembly are to be chosen biennially and 
their terms of office shall be two years. 
Reporter—That, then, disposes of that 
branch of the Legislature ? 
General H art—Very well. 
Now Section 4 
of the same article provides that Senators 
shall be chosen for four years, at the same 
time and places as members of the Assembly. 
Senators under that provision were elected 
in 1879. 
B ut by the express words of the 
Constitution the terms of those so elected 
were shortened one year, so that their suc­ 
cessors will be elected in 1882.

We have email respect for any short 
cute to English grammar, and t»<*k up thi 
w trk expecting to find it of that class, for it 1 
has become popular to prepare many bo k* 
of the kind indicated, probably becaus of t • !

Seme three year* since we called attention 
Vi t*.e neglect of farmers in preparing their 
wheat for market, and the effect auch r e je c t 
had produced in iowerisg the standard of 
(california wheat in the Liverpool and other 
foreign mark^is. 
AVe then pointed out the 
fact th at so negligent had thrasher# and farm­ 
ers become in this respect th at local millers 
were having their mill-3 tones greatly dam­ 
aged by small gravel and lam ps of soil so 
near the size and weight of k».reels of wheat 
th at they could not be separa-ed from the 
grain ; th at when wheat thus badly cleaned 
was emptied out of tlx* sacks into bins or into 
mill hoppers the foul stuff in it naturally 
came to the surfface, and made the bu k of 
the grain look worse th in it really was ; that 
the merchants, dealers and millers, both at 
home and abroad, were th 'i’ furnished an ex­ 
cuse for complaint r f the farmers, and that 
they were making the farmers pay dearly for 
their neg’ect by the depression of prices be­ 
yond the real depreciation of values. 
The 
pre*B of the State took up the subject, and it 
w*is d is c o id pretty weii on both sides. 
The farn trs and th e» apologists, while ad­ 
mitting that a great deal of grain got into 
m arket in an unclean and foul condition, 
claimed that ali was not in this condition, 
aa J th at shippers were in the practice of 
mixing the clean with the foul and thus con­ 
tributing to the damage to the reputation of 
wheat exported. The gereral ventilation of 
the sub}set has had a good effect ah round. 
Farm ers now require t nr as hers to be more 
careful in the use ?f the horse fork in taking 
up the straw from the soil, and iu cleaning 
up bottoms of stacks. 
A nd the farmers 
themselves ere more careful to recleau por- 
ti <ns of the grain that come from tbe^ ma­ 
chine not in 
good marketable condition. 
Dealers and exporters r»ls o seem to have, at 
least to a certain extent, cea*ed the practice 
of mixing the foul with the clean grain, thus 
to neutralise or bricg up the standard of 
the worst to a passable condition, and to 
have substituted ’he practica of cleaning 
the 
bad lots 
b*.f ro sending them 
to 
consumers. 
The 
result 
of 
these 
re­ 
forms ha* already been a better feeling 
t «wards t ’alif uroia wheat abroad, and a Bhade 
of improvement in relative quotations. 
This 
small improvement should encourage all par­ 
ties interested to a continuance of efforts iu 
the direction * i iiuprov-roent. 
From reports 
received in all the localities in which harvest­ 
ing has commenced the grain this year is 
turcicg out much better than was expected, 
both in quantity and quality, 
This, then, is 
a good season to raakr another step forward 
in the im piored condition of wheat, and to 
gain another advance toward a good reputa­ 
tion, which p u l car‘ lesiuies-* and neglect had 
injured. 
Fuch great improvements have 
been made in wheat separators, both attached 
to thrashing machines and run by hand, that 
there is no longer any t xcuse for putting auy 
grain into m arket except in a number one 
condition. 
Farmer* have not only each a 
personal iotere»t in improvement by tue bet­ 
ter prices they will receive for their well 
cleaned wheat, t ufc they all have a general 
interest in re-e*:ablfehiug a good reputation 
for California wheat iu all the markets of the 
world. 
_______ 


T h e F a r m e rs a n d th e S u n d a y L aw . 
If there is any class of people interested in 
the more general closing up of business 
places on Sunday and thus rendering it more 
d thcult to obtain liquor on that day, the 
farmers are that class. 
The practice of labor­ 
ers in ths hay and harvest fields of going to 
town on Saturday night to spend Sunday in 
town in gambling and drinking «aleone, and 
returning to their labor Monday, Tuesday or 
Wednesday in a condition unfit for work on 
account of their debaucheries, has teen a 
great and growing inconvenience and nuisance 
to fanners for years past. 
This evil has 
driven maoy fanners to reject white labor 
altogether and to substitute Chinese labor in 
place. The farmers believe that if the Sunday 
law was enforced and the saloons closed on 
that day, it would result in great good to the 
laborers themselves and would bring about a 
great improvement in the way of help­ 
ing them to 
advance 
their 
work 
at 
the 
most 
busy 
time 
of 
the 
year, 
la the haying and harvest fields farmers 
must have reliable help or they are liable to 
suffer great damage, and their experience 
teaches them that a large percentage of the 
laborers who go out to work through haying 
and harvest would make good and reliable 
help were the temptation to drink and gam­ 
ble on Sunday removed. 
The Baloons in the 
rural districts are the constant source of this 
temptation, and are therefore justly charge­ 
able with the largest share of the vexations 
and damage to which the farmers are exposed 
by the unreliability of labor. 
As a matter of 
fact the saloons c^use th* farmers a great deal 
of inconvenience and vexation about their 
help all the yetr through, but more particu­ 
larly is this the case during the haying and 
harvest season, because then they are com­ 
pelled to employ largely temporary help and 
cannot be as careful as they would like to be 
in 
selecting this help. 
At these times 
they are compelled to take such ae they 
can 
get, 
and 
to 
put up with 
their 
irregularities in the best way they can, and 
they know that these irregularities would 
occur much more seldom if the principal 
causes of them were removed. 
The damage 
to farmers caused by a single saloon in the 
midst of a wheat-growing district kept open 
on Sunday during one season cannot be esti­ 
mated, and when the damage isspread over the 
entire 8tate, and is continued year after year, 
it becomes a wide-spread public nuisance, 
which it is no wonder enlists the almost 
unanimous antagonism 
of 
the 
class it 
injures so greatly 
in a pecuniary way. 
But there are other then pecuniary reasons 
why the farmers would like to do what they 
can to remove temptations omt of the way of 
their hired help. 
The persons composing 
this help necessarily come into their houses, 
eat at their tables, and mingle more or less 
with their families. 
To say nothiog of the 
disgusting presence of a drunken man just 
returned from his Sunday debauch, his moral 
influence iu the family is a thing greatly to 
be regretted, and to be avoided if possible. 
But the urgency of the farmer’s work com­ 
pels him to put up with much that at any 
other time he would very unceremoniously 
get rid of. 
The laborer who has so far lost 
self-control and self-respect as to become a 
comm* n drunkard, knows the farmer's oon- 
dition in this respect, and is therefore com­ 
paratively 
indifferent both 
ae 
to 
his 
habits 
and 
appearance 
and 
ex­ 
ample beforo the farmer’s family. 
The 
farmers are 
convinced that the 
general 
low character of the farm hands in this State 
comes from «he saloons more than any other 
source, and that Sunday, being the laborer’s 
holiday and day of leisure, contributes more 
to this degradation than all the other days of 
the week. 
If the business places and saloons 
in the country towns oould be closed a great 
sonree of annoyance and disadvantage to the 
farmers would be removed.

Kit her kind of stock will not only hold their 
own, but will actually gaia in wejghfc if^fed 
on good w heit «trw from fall till spring. 
From these facts it may b* seen to what ex­ 
treme there L wastage of the produce of the 
farm and the profits of wheat fanning in 
burning the straw. 
Bot this is not all. 
Our 
wheat lands are being exhausted for want of 
some kind of manure to return what the an­ 
nual crops are taking away from them. 
The 
straw burned returns nothing. If fed to stock 
on the land it would return one of the ir>gr > 
dients recensarj’ to k°ep up its fertility. W ith 
these facts before them it seems incredible 
th at any farmer should continue to burn bin 
grain straw, and yet the practice is quite gen­ 
eral. 
_______ 
Tin Cans for F ruit 
The season for canning fruit is rapidly ap­ 
i i«reaching, when not only a larga number of 
i canneries will be engaged in canning fruit for 
sale in the m arkets of the world, but a great 
number of families will be putting up frnic 
in cans for their own family use. We believe 
that the canneries very generally, if not uni­ 
versally, use tin cads for the purpose, and a 
large number c-f private families use cans 
made of the same material. 
Of late years, 
however, gla^s has been coming into use 
quite extensively and gaining ground quite 
rapidly over tin. 
Gians is preferred for the 
reason that fruit in glass seems to retain more 
perfectly its natural taste than in tin. 
Tin 
seems to im part to the fiuit, and especially to 
acid fruit, a kind of metallic taste, and con­ 
sequently people have come to fear that ti e 
acid of the fruit corrodes or dissolves more or 
less tin, and that it is this tin mixed with the 
fruit 
that gives the fruit 
this 
m etal­ 
lic 
taste. 
They 
also 
have 
become 
alarmed 
lest 
this 
dissolved 
tin 
may 
be more or less unhealthy, 
lienee the more 
popularity of glass for cannirg purposes. 
Tnese popular fears had no positive founda­ 
tion to rest upon for support except the taste 
oi the fruit canned in them, until quite re­ 
cently science has been appealed to to settle 
the question, and has settled it in accordance 
with the general suspicion—that is to say, 
th at the acid of fruits does corrode tin, and 
th at the tin in the fruit is unhealthy. 
We 
call attention to this discovery at this time 
that those who are about to engage in the 
buriness of canning fruit for sale or for their 
own use may not be without positive and cor­ 
rect information on the subject. 
“ Tnis sub­ 
ject has lately been carefniiy investigated by 
Helmer, who announces through the Lond »n 
Lancet that tin, even when quite pure, is 
much more readily attacked by canned arti­ 
cles of food than is commonly supposed. He 
has made an examination of a large number 
and a great variety of such canned goods, and 
has f and tin in comparatively large quanti­ 
ties in nearly all of the samples examined. As 
examples, he states that acid fruits, such as 
peaches and cherries, corro le the metal to 
an alarming ex ten t; but w hat is even more 
serious, he found that meats, and even con- 
deneed milk, lak* up and become contam­ 
inated with ssneib’e auantities of the metai. 
He instances the case of a can of soup, which 
he found to contain 35 milligrams (about $ 
graii.) of tin to the pound ; one of condensed 
milk which carried 8 milligrams (¿ of p. gram); 
and one of oysters, which con tam ed 45 milli­ 
grams (about 7-lOthsofa grain) to the pound, 
lie found also, that sxia water, and all other 
varieties of aerated beverages which he ex­ 
amined, and which were conducted through 
tinned pipes, contained appreciable quanti­ 
ties of tin. 
Having established the above 
facts, we come now to the more directly in­ 
teresting and im portant question, whether tin 
is ii jnrious to health. 
On this point there 
appears to be still some room for donbt. 
To 
Bettle this question, Helm er made a number 
of experiments upon pigs, the results of which 
went to prove that while stannic comp uads 
are harmless, stannotu compounds acted as 
decided irritant poisons. 
As the tin dissolved 
in the various forms of prepared foods would 
exist in this latter condition, the above 6tatt- 
m eats beeim e decidedly im portant.” 


Exhibition of Fruit at the Mechanics’ Fair. 
The State Horticultural Society propose! 
to make an exhibition of frnit at the Me­ 
chanics’ Fair, to be held in San Francisco 
this year in August. 
A similar exhibition 
was made, we think, two years ago by the 
same association at the fair of the same Insti­ 
tute, and while it brought out a few tine 
specimens of frnit, the exhibition as a whole 
was anything but a credit to the society mak­ 
ing it or to the State as a fruit-growing coun­ 
try. 
The State Horticultural Society cannot 
afford to make a poor show of the fruits of 
the State—first, because of the injury to the 
reputation of the society, and second, be­ 
cause of the injury to the reputation of the 
State. 
A fruit fair at San Francisco at that 
time will be visited by a large number of 
strangers from all parts of the earth—visitors 
who will 
represent 
the intelligence and 
wealth of the countries they hail from, and 
they will, in a great measure, accept the fair 
as the best representation the State can make 
of its fruits. 
They will carry whatever im­ 
pressions they obtain from the fair to their 
respective countries, and will give out these 
impressions in their travels and at home 
when they return. 
These strangers help to 
make public opinion of onr State wherever 
they go, and that public opinion will be 
molded very much on the fruit question by 
the impressions they obtain at the fair made 
under the auspices by the State Horticultural 
Society. 
It is to be hoped that the society 
will not make another failure. 
Let a good 
and full exhibition be made or none. 
We 
are also 
informed 
that it is promised 
that 
the 
Chief 
Horticultural 
Officer, 
M. 
Cooke, 
proposes as a member 
of 
the 
Horticultural 
Society 
and 
in 
his capacity as an executive officer to make 
an exhibition of the various diseases of the 
frnit trees of the State and of the insects in­ 
jurious to fruit and fruit trees at the same 
fair. 
From the reputation of Mr. Cooke, we 
have no fears that his exhibition will be a 
failure or anything short of a complete suc­ 
cess.

ANOTHER REPORT OF THE ACTOP3Y. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 30th.—The results of 
tee autopsy, as far as can be learned to-night, 
are as follows : 
A fter surveyiog the body 
externally, the surgeons proceeded to lay 
open the brain cavity and thorax and ex­ 
amine the organs therein. 
The brain was 
found to weigh 49£ ounces, a little more than 
the weight of average hnman beings, was

and heart were in a normal con­ 
dition. There was a slight ruffimg of the aorta 
in the vicinity of the heart.

well as of the 
thyroid 
membrane. 
I t 
follows, therefore, th at death resulted from 
suffocation, not dislocation of the spinal ver­ 
teb ra. 
A partial examination was made 
of

abdominal 
viscera, 
bnt 
was 
not completed at the tim e the autopsy was 
suspended. 
The spleen was found to be con­ 
siderably enlarged, its weight being fifteen 
ounces—more th at twice th at of aD ordinary 
spleeD. 
The other abdominal organs, as far 
as examined, presented no unusual features. 
The report of the surgeons making the au­ 
topsy will probably not be ready for publica­ 
tion before Wednesday.
